; Democracy’s Leader in Kentucky 


Meets the Republican Candidate. 


THEY DISCUSS FINANCIAL MATTERS

Colonel Bradley Deolares for the Single 
Gold Standard and Says Cleveland and 
Sherman Are Close on Finance.

Louisville, Ky,, August 19.—(Special.)— 
The Kentucky gubernatorial campaign be- 
gan tonight by a joint debate between Hon. 
P. Wat Hardin, democratic candidate, and 
Hon. W. O. Bradley, republican cani- 
date. 

And General Hardin reiterated his de- 
votion to the free coinage of silver, not- 
withstanding the lectures of The Courier- 
Journal and the prezence of Henry Wat- 
terson on the stand. 

General Hardin declared that the demone- 
tization of silver was secured by the re- 
publicans and this was followed by con- 
tracticn of the currency, The re-establish- 
ment of silver to the position it occupied

prior to 1873 was the only possible relief for 
the people. 

“When the democratic convention nomi- 
nated me,”’ he_said, “it knew that I was a 
man who kad nothing to retract. I be- 
lieved gnd still believe in the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver.” 

There was .no mistaking the meaning 
nor zeal of General Hardin as he spoke, 
“Mie made no reference whatever to Cleve- 
ljandism in the gold standard campa‘gn, 
but attacked that standard and its con- 
tinued agitation as a repuvlican measure, 
born of republican greed and fostered by 
republican money and, policy. 

It was one of the best audiences that ever 
assembled to listen to a political debate. 
The immense auditurium was pack-d, the 
democrats on one side of the building and 
the republicans on the cther. As the celeb- 
rities of the state passed on to the plat- 
form they were loudly cheered. When the 
snow-white head of General Simon Bolivar 
Buckner showed up, the cheering came 
without respect to party lines. Mr. Pettit, 
the populist candidate for govcrnor, ruled 
out of the joint debate, occupied a front 
seat, where he might liisten to what his 
more favored rivals had to say. 

The appearance of General Hardin and 
Colonel Bradley, however, marked the 
élimax of demonstration, Mayor Tyler, who 
had been solicited to preside, introduced 
the candidates gracefully and well. 

General Hardin referred to the intelli- 
gence of the convention which nominated 
him. “I love my party not alone ‘or its 
great achievements, but I love it for its 
principles. It was born with the world’s 
first struggie for human freedom. It was 
designed not only to make us great, but to 
make us free.”’ He referred to the ceserved 
rights of the people as greater than all 
other rights. On these rights rest the 
equality of all men before the law, and over 
these the democratic party has stood guard 
for a century. Upon this point he, argued 
that the democratic party in guarding the 
rights was the true guardian of Aameri- 
Can liberty. ‘‘We believe that the govern- 
Ment is our servant and not our inaster, 
and that every sort of patriotism is an in- 
jury to some citizen. They tell us that our 
ranks are divided and that I had opinions 
ef my own somewhat different from certain 
@gencies in London, and that others had 
. other views. For myself I plead guilty to 
the charge, I have never shirked a respon- 
sibility. As a free man and democrat, I 
have taken sides on public questions. In 
years past I have believed that the policy 
of the republican party would bring ruin 
to thé“country. I do not accept the re- 
publican financial policy, but believe that 


' through it was given the most fatal stab 


at the prosperity of the people this coun- 
try ever witnessed. The republicans came 
into power during the war.’

Colonel Bradley, made it plain that the 
democratic party was the party of gold and 
silver free coinage, and the republicans 
were the champions of contracted gold 
coinage. “I stated clearly,” said General 
Hardin, “the position of ‘he democratic 
convention in the financial plank. I know 
the silver dollar today is as good as gold, 
but there is no law by which the United 
States would redeem that silver dollar if 
it were not so. The talk of sound money 
is clap-trap. When a silver dollar was 
worth 108 cents, sounder than gold, why did 
the republicans destroy it? It was then 
sounder than gold. It was the cold hand 
of the conspirator that reduced that one- 
hundred-and-three-cent dollar to 50 cents. 
Why should the fifty-cent dollar be flung in 
our faces by the conspirators who made it 
so. The senators from the east, masquerad- 
ing in democratic clothes but republicans 
at heart, crippled the democratic tariff, but 
as it is, it is better than the one it sup-

night in the presence of 6,000 people, by 
a joint debate of three hours between Gen- 
eral P. Wat Hardin and Colonel William 
O. Bradley, the democratic and republican 
candidates for governor, respectively. 

The assemblage was the most representa- 
tive that was ever gathered in this state 
on a political occasion and the enthusiasm 
that burst forth during the speaking was 
such as could only be expected from the 
intense partisans. The Auditorium was 
equally divided between demodcrats and 
republicans, there being about 3,000 repre- 
sentatives of each party present. The vast 
hall was filled a half hour before the time 
set for the opening of the debate and the 
stage held 400 prominent men of each 
party and newspaper men from all over 
the country. The presence of so many 
was an indication of the deep interest that 
is being taken in the campaign in Ken- 
tucky. 

Mayor Henry 8. Tyler presided, introduc- 
ing the speakers. Among the prominent 
politicians present were General Simon 
Bolivar Buckner and the other candidate 
for the United States senate, except Sen- 
ator Blackburn. 

In opening his speech, General Hardin 
said that he was not present to answer 
for himself with cunning, evasive diploma- 
cy, but to do battle boldly and bravely for 
the principles of democracy. After reiter- 
ating his allegiance to the principles of 
democracy and declaring them necessary 
to the welfare of this country, he touched 
lightly upon the financial issue, saying 
that the republicans, with an impudence 
that would be surprising in any other par- 
ty, claimed that there were divisions in 
the democratic ranks over the currency 
question. *““There were some who had opin- 
ions somewhat different from those ex- 
pressed by the London agents in this coun- 
try,”’ said General Hardin. ‘‘There. was 
some division of opinion when they came 
together in the state convention. I was one 
of them. I plead guilty. I have never 
evaded a duty or shirked a responsibility. 
I bravely uttered and honestly advanced 
my convictions.”’ 

He then for half an hour excoriated the 
.record of the republican party, speaking 
only of national affairs. He then said that 
the act of 1873, demonetizing silver, was 
an Act of treason to our countrv. 

‘Kentuckians knew that every democrat 
at the recent state convention had opinions 
of his own and each had dared to express 
them and I had’ mine; they were honest 
and I shall not desert them. It has been 
my principle to do the will of my party 
and to stand on the platform which it 
makes, and on that platform I stand. Our 
platform calls for the coinage of both 
metals. without discrimination, provided 
only that the parity of the two metals be 
maintained. What Kentucky democrat will 
not staad on that platform?’ 

General Harain said he would give Colo- 
nel Bradley due warning that in the course 
of the joint debates he would give the peo- 
ple proof that there had been gross fraud 
against the taxpayers in every republican 
judicial district in Kentucky except one. 

At 9:15 o’clock Gt®neral Hardin finished his 
speech, hurling charge upon charge against 
the party which he opposed. 

When Colonel Bradley began half the 
house rose to a man and gave three cheers. 
He said he was there to discuss living is- 
sues and not those that were dead. 

Arswering a question of General Hardin, 
he said it was not true that there was a 
controversy between himself and Congress- 
man Walter Fvans over the sound money 
resolution of the republican state conven- 
tion and The Courier-Journal. Mr. Bvans 
himself also denied it It was also false 


the currency question. He was for sound 


money with a single gold standard, and 
before the corvention told a democratic 
editor that he would refuse the nomination 
if his party adopted a free silver platform. 

Colonel Bradley also gave considerable 
time to a general discussion of currency 
lezisiation. He had understcod General 
Hardin to declare himself for the free:and 
unlimited coinage of silver. The demo- 
cratic state platform was taken up and 
each section attacked.

Ohio Democrats Are Not Fighting for 
Nominations This Year, 


LEADERS DECLINE THE HONORS 


Neither Campbell Nor Sorg Will 
Have Gubernatorial Nomination. 


OFFICE HOLDERS AT THE CONVENTION 


A Roll Call of Delegates Will Disclose 
Nearly ‘Every Ohio Postmaster and 
Other Federal Official Present. 


Springfield, O., August 19.—(Special.)—The 
democratic state convention meets here to- 
morrow and there is every sign of a large 
attendance, but what a contrast to the re- 
publican convention! There was the live-, 
liest sort of a scramble for the nomination 
of governor. Even Bushnell, who pretended 
not to be a candidate, did not have to be 
urged to accept after the convention chose 
him. But this convention is a pecular af- 
fair in Ohio politics. 

No one seems to want the nomination for 
governor, and those who have been asked 
to be candidates have, with extraordinary 
unanimity, declined the proffered honor. 
Ex-Governor James E. Campbell and Con- 
gressman Paul Sorg both swear they will 
not accept the nomination, even should the 
convention tender it, and Colonel James 
Kilbourne, of Columbus, announces that he 
is no cardidate and does not want to be 
considered, though he is not quite 80 posi- 
tive in devlining as Campbell and Sorg. 
Allen W. Thurman, son of the “oid Ro- 
man,” has been solicited to allow the use 
of his name eas a candidate for first placs, 
but he swears that his name shall not go 
before the convention. 

Walter Richie has also been approached, 
but he, like the others, kindly but very 
firmly declines. There is no doubt that the 
nomination of ex-Governor Campbell would 
give the greatest satisfaction to the great- 
est number of democrats, and it is possible 
that the convention will insist upon his 
taking it, notwithstanding his announce- 
ment that even though nominated he will 
refuse to accept it. A close friend of Camp- 
bell’s makes the statement that the gov- 
ernor would really like to head the demodc- 
racy of Ohio this year and is only deterred 
by his financial condition. In other words, 
that he cannot afford now to lay aside bus- 
iness affairs and re-enter the political arena. 

Sorg Is Too Sick. 

As to Congressman Sorg, his physician 
has ‘told him his health will not warrant 
his making a campaign such as will be re- 
quired of the democratic nominee for gov- 
ernor in this state this fall. 7 

There is a strong sentiment favoring ex- 
Judge Hiram D. Peck, of Cincinnati, and 
many think he will be the man the conven- 
tion will settle on if Campbell cannot be 
prevailed upon. The Cincinnati delegation 
will come sold for Peck. 

Judge Wellington Stillwell, of Millersburg, 
is the only man who has manifested a de- 
sire for the nomination. and he started a 
boomlet for himself today by circulating at 
the hotels a few complimentary notices of 
himself which were originally printed in pa- 
pers published at Washington, or at any 
rate, are said to have been printed there. 
These notices are written in a gaudy style, 
and go so far as to mention him as a man 
who will grace the chair of vice president 
of the United States. 

It is significant that there are none but 
Brice men on the ground now. Several of 
the leaders were on the ground this after- 
noon and every one was a Brice speaker. 
They are all telling of how they are going 
to eat up the opposition. 

The Brice crowd have every bit of the 
machinery in their hands. The silver men 
say there will be no row between them- 
selves and the Brice people. The conven- 
tion gives every indication of being a great 
rally of office holders. The list of dele- 
gates is almost a roll call of collectors of 
internal revenue, surveyors of ports, United 
States marshals, United States district at- 
torneys and the assistants of all of them. 
Postmasters are as thick as bees about a 
field of white clover. 

It is noted that there is a very general 
notion that even if there is a democrat 
elected president in 1896 he will not be named 
Grover Cleveland. 


CLAIMS OF TWO FACTIONS. 


Brice Men Say That They Have 
Everything but a Candidate. 


Springfield, O.,August 19,—Delegates to the 
damocratic convention are now coming in, 
but those who are now here are not quite 
willing to express their opinions as to the 
result of the convention. Notwithstanding 
the refusal of Sorg and Kilborne to be can- 
dicates, their friends are urging their 
claims, Sorg’s refusal was not one that 
could not be withdrawn, as he said his 
health was poor and the pressure of busi- 
ness prevented him from accepting the 
place. The silver men have not given up the 
fight, Colonel William Taylor arrived to- 
night. He said: : 

“We claim 338 silver delegates in the con- 
vention and qoucede 321 Brice men;147 doubt- 
ful. I do not undertake to say that we will 
control the convention, but we. will make 
such a showing that the Brice men will be 
glad to make concessions to us.”’ 

Barney Laylon, who arrived this after- 
noon, said that Mr. Brice would have 500 
of the 808 delegates, and that on a sound 
money platform he could control perhaps 
600 


Captain D. C. Ballentine thinks that the 
nomination will be forced upon Sorg. 

John H. Thomas is making a hard fight 
to secure the gubernatorial nomination. 

A rumor tonight is that Senator Brice will 
compromise on Thomas, providing the lat- 
ter’s friends will lend Brice all their aid

CALIFORNIA BIMETALLISTS. 


No Doubt That the Gold State Is for 
Silver. 

San Francisco, August 19.—George W. Ba- 
ker, chairman of ‘the local bimetallic league, 
called the state silver convention to order 
shortly after noon today in Metropolitan 
hall. The main object of the convention is 
to sound the praise of the white metal and 
to discuss what political measures should 
be taken to restore it to free coinage. 

Delegates were present from nearly every 
county in the state. There was also a fair 
sprinkling of delegates present from neigh- 
boring states. In his address Mr. Baker 
said: 

“This silver question overshadows any 
other now before the American people. On 
one side are lined up the people, and on the 
other the bankers and bondholders. The 
silver men will tell our story at the polls at 
the next election. We meet here today as 
democrats, republicans, populists or what- 
ever else you may call us, but we have only 
one object in view, and that Is the putting 
of silver where it belongs. We are the sil- 
ver party. I see workingMen among you, 
but I fail to see any bankers or bondhold- 
ers. As to politics, should either of the big 
parties come out for silver we will land a 
president for it from the bimetallic league. 
We are in favor of sound money. We are in 
favor of the money Washington and Jeffer- 
son gave us. Eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty and silver men should be always 
on the alert.” 

Telegrams of ‘regret and inability to be 
present were received from Senator Stewart, 
of Nevada; Senator Johi.P. Jones, General 
A. J.. Warner and Senatof Peffer, of Kan- 
SAS, ° 

After the report of the committees the 
convention adjourned until tomorrow.

The comptrol'er expected no response from 
Chicago bankcrs, ani intimated that they 
would be disappo'nted if they were holding 
off to buy the warrants at a discount from 
the city’s creditors.

FIGHT BETWEEN FACTIONS. 


Disgracefual Affair in a St. Jo Catho- 

lic Church. 

St. Joseph, Mo., August 19.—There was a 
riot at the Sts. Peter and Paul Catholic 
church, Messanic street, yesterday. As a 
result one man was fatally injured, six 
others badly used up, the injuries of two 
being serious. Charlies Weircyotek was 
fatally injured and Tony Fordyce and 
Simon Wagon are seriously injured. 

There is a faction of the church opposed 
to the priest, and these men attempted to 
break up ‘the services. Several arrests 
were made, but the ringleaders succeeded 
in getting away. 

The conflict was short, but severe. The frst 
blows evoked ecriams from the women in 
ithe congregation and brought in the police. 
With the advent of the bluecoats the bel- 
ligerents scattered, leaving half a dozen 
behind, who were too badly injured to 
move.

He Was Temporarily in Charge of 
| the Boiler. 


FULLY TWENTY-FIVE WERE KILLED 


The Explosion Made a Complete 
Wreck of the Building. 
OF COURSE THE BOY ESCAPED 


Letson, the First Man Reecued, Was Cov- 
ered with Debrisand He Begged 
the Firemen to Kill Him. 


Denver,Colo.,August 19.—Probably twenty- 
five men, women and children perished 
by the explosion of the boiler in the Gumry 
hotel. Half a dozen others are injured and 
at the hospital. Eight burned and crushed 
bodies are at the morgue. Ten more are 
known to be buried in the ruins, but 
seventeen persons are reported missing al- 
together. 

With deafening sound and terrific force 
the entire rear portion of the building was 
demolished, The rear and side walls crum- 
bled like a toy house, Soon afterwards the 
mass of timbers, brick and furniture 
caught fire, cremating many of the vic- 
tims who lay pinioned and helpless amid 
the blazing pile. Their piteous appeal for 
help could not be responded to because of 
the flames. 

The known killed whose bodies have been 
recovered are:

THREE UNKNOWN CHAMBERMAIDS. 

The injured are: M. E. Letson, Joseph 
Munal, Alex E, Irwin, Fred Coleman, Na- 
than Burgess and Bud Hopkins. 

The latest information regarding the ca- 
tastrophe is that a seventeen-year-old boy, 
Elmer Pierce, who was temporarily placed 
in charge of the boiler, was responsible for 
the explosion. He escaped uninjured and 
tonight was being hunted by angry people. 

Few people other than firemen and the 
hastily summoned rescue corps and police- 
men remained near the scene to witness 
the recovery of the horribly burned and 
distorted bodies. 

M, E. Letson, who was the first live man 
taken frorg the ruins, slept on the third 
floor, and when found was encased in a 
conical mass of mortar and bricks that 
barely allowed freedom of movement. 
Chief RobewW3, of the fire department, first. 
discovered him and rapidly began the re- 
moval of the tons of material that seemed 
to rest directly upon his body. In heart- 
rending appeals he begged for something 
to end his fife. The rescuers worked with 
a will and in two hours had succeeded in 
removing enough plaster and bricks from 
the apparently lifeless body to allow his 
removal. His lower limbs are crushed, but 
he will survive his terrible ordeal. 

About 10 o’clock a woman's hand pro- 
truded from among a pile of building mate- 
rial. A space was cleared around it and 
when the form was removed it was discov- 
ered she was dead. Lying beside the body 
was the corps of a child, The firemen kept 
bravely at work. superintended by Mayor 
McMurray and Police Commissioners Ho- 
gle, Church and Wilson. In the afternoon 
women volunteers came with refreshments 
for the workers. 

At 5 o’clock a, m. the body of an un- 
known man was recovered and taken to 
the morgue. It was thought to be that of 
F. J. McCloskey. Half an hour later the 
remains of Conductor Burt was discov- 
ered. 

Earlier in the morning were found the 
bodies of Mr. and Mrs. R. C. Griener, 
clasped in an embrace of death amid tons 
of debris. They had undoubtedly died from 
suffocation, as their features were clear 
and their limbs in repose. The left arm of 
Mr. Griener was thrown across his wife's 
face, his forefinger raised like a danger 
signal. 

Excitement in the city tonight is at a 
high pitch. Throngs of people crowd police. 
headquarters and the morgue to search 
for missing friends. 

Ropes were stretched around the scene 
of the disaster, but they and extra. police 
failed to keep back the excited friends of 
missing people and thousards of curious by- 
stan‘ers. 

As to the Cause. 

There is much conjecture tonight can-{ 
cerning the cause of the accident, but 
Cororer Martin is firmly convinced that 
it war caused as stated. . 

The hastily organized surgeons’ corps 
under lolice Surgeon Jarecki did noble 
work. With fifty feet of brick wall totter- 
ing over their heads they wended their 
way early along dors, dewn stairways, 
by shaky partitions to aid the injured. 
Medicine was passed from one to another 
along a line and while Mr. Letson was 
being rescued his head was twathed in 
damp bandages and stimulants adminis- 
tered. 

About 6 o’clock this evening a severe 
windstorm came upon the city and work 
was extremely hazardous with the weaken- 
ed walls. To add to the confusion and 
disrral sc2n2. rain began falling in torrents 
and what few workers were not drenched 
by the streams of the fire engines were 
wet by the cold rain. 

At 8 o’clock the rain had ceased falling,

The terrible destruction wrought by the 
explosion is in evidence everywhere within 
three blocks of .he scene. Stores in the 
neighborhood have their fronts demolished 
or windows damaged. Along Larimer 
street, in the rear of,the building, there is 
not a whole plategl for a block, and 
Lawrence strect, in nt of the hotei. 
shows the same effect «f the explosion. 
An estimate of the financial loss is difficult, 
as the insurance papers were lost in the 
fire, but the loss will hardly exceed $75,000, 
The hotel was worth about $25,000 and fur- 
nishings $10,000. Everything is destroyed. 
The building was a five-story one, erected 
in 1888 by Mr. Gumry. 

The Mann block, which adjoins the ho- 
tel, was also heavily damaged. It was oc- 
cupied as a furniture store by the A. Lily- 
blade Furniture Company and was damaged 
$25,000. The Clayton block, directly across 
Lawrence street, was also damaged about 
$1,500. 

The boiler which wrought so much ter- 
rible destruction to life and property, after 
crashing through the rear wall, crossed a 
ten-foot alley and struck a brick barn with 
sulficient force to destroy it. 

Late tonight many telegrams came to 
police headquarters from New York, San 
Irancisco, Chicago and other points in- 
quiring afier people registered at the ho- 
tels in Denver. 

Thinks Dynamite Was Used. 

Ex-Governor Routt said today: 

“In my opinion the explosion was caused 
by dynamite instead of the boiler. I think 
it was done to kill Mr. Gumry. You know 
he is superintendent of cons‘ruction at the 
capitol building and lately discharged a 
number of men. These men have been 
heard to threaten his life. I do not think 
a bciler explosion would have wrecked the 
building in the manner it did.” 

Ex-Governor Routt is correct in his state- 
ment regurding the discharge, but his sus- 
picicns are not given credence by the au- 
thorities. 


INSURGENTS WERE DEFEATED 


With Heavy Loss at Loma Siguaney. 
Government’s Loss Small. 

Havana, August 19.—Advices from Santa 
Clara are that Colonel Palanca routed at 
Loma Siguaney, in the Sancti Spiritus dis- 
trict, several rebel bands under the com- 
mand of Roloff and Sanchez. Sixty rebels 
were killed, while the government forces 
lost two killed and e‘ight wounded. The 
rebels fled into the province of Puerto 
Principe and were pursued by the troops. 
Bands of rebels under Suarez, Zayas, Mer- 
chado and Fuste are proceeding toward 
Campana, a town near the border line of 
the provinces of Santa Clara and Puerto 
Principe. Colonel Oliver reports from

Balfour, the government leader in the 
house of commons, by a vote of 271 to 87, 
suspended for the remainder of the session 
the rule which prov.des for the adjourn- 
ment of the house at midnight. The gov- 
enment will also take the whole time of 
the house. 

Wolseley Succeeds Cambridge. 

Hon. William St. John Broderick, under 
secre:ary of state for war, fomally an- 
nounced in the house of commons today 
that Field Marshai ‘Lord Woiseley would 
succeed the duke of Cambridge as com- 
mander-in-chief of the Britisa army. 

Lord Lansdowne, secreiary of state ‘for 
war, in making a similar statement in the 
house of lords, said that the latter would 
relinquish command of the army November 
Ist, instead of October as had been origin- 
ally arranged. This change, his lordship 
added, was made in order to comply with 
the desire of the duke to complete the 
autumn inspection of the army. 


NIHILISTS AT WORK. 


Three Hundred Russian Soldiers Kill- 
ed in an Explosion. 

London, August 19.—The Daily News will 
tomorrow publish a dispatch trom Trieste 
saying that newspapers there report that 
an explosion occurred today at the artil- 
lery barracks at Toola, capital of the gov- 
ernment of that name. in Russia. 

Three hundred persoas are said to have 
been killed, including many officers. The 
barracks are a heap of ruins. An examina- 
tion into the case of the explosion led to 
the discovery that the barracks had been 
undermined everywhere. Many arrests 
have been made of persons suspected of be- 
ing implicated in the outrage, which is 
supposed to have been the work of Nihil- 
ists.

A Prominent Manafacturer and Capitalist 
Sees a New Light. ae 


MR. HENRY 3. KING A BIMETALLIS? 


Formerly He Was a Cuckoo of 
Cuckoos, He Says... 


WAS A GOLD DELEGATE TO MEMPHIS 


Since Then He Has Been Studying Finance 
and Now Sees How the Gold Standard 
Oppresses the People. 


Augusta, Ga., August 19.—(Special.)—The 
Chronicle will publish tomorrow a notable 
communication from Mr. Henry B. King, 
announcing his change of faith on the finan- 
cial question. Mr. King was one of Au- 
gusta’s two delegates to the Memphis gold 
standard convention, and was aéter the 
straightest sect of goldbugs. 

Since the Memphis convention he has been 
studying the financial question. He has 
been spending the summer in Asheville and 
reading financia] textbooks. The result is 
that he has changed from a single standard 
champion to an enthusiastic bimetallist. 

Mr. King is @ man of culture and wealth. 
He is the son of the late John P. King, who 
was once United States senator from Geor- 
gia, and for many years was president of 
the Georgia railroad. Mr. King was edu- 
cated in Europe and is the possessor of a 
large fortune. All his interests, from a sel- 
fish standpoint, and his environment, are 
such as to make him a goldbug. He is 
not a politiciam and never ran for any office. 
He is a large stockholder and a director in 
various banks and other corporations, and 
one of the largest owners of the big John 
P. King cotton mill in this city. He is a 
capitalist and a member of the creditor 
class, but in spite of this Mr. King frankly 
declares in his letter, as the result of his 
investigations, as follows: 

Oppresses the People. 

“The increased demand for gold will nat- 
urally put up its price, and if all other val- 
ues are measured by gold it will take less 
gold to buy a certain quantity of other 
commodities, or more commodities to pur- 
chase a certain quantity of gold. If the 
postulates are true, is not the corollary im- - 
evitable, that one who borrows a pound of — 
gold will, when he comes to repay it, have 
to expend more pounds of cotton, more Re 
bushels of wheat, more days of labor, In 
proportion as the increased demand for gold, Re 
has in the meantime increased its scarcity? ~ 
If so, then the present arrangement isallin 
favor of the creditors and against the « a 
or, in favor of the rich against the poor, in — 
favor of the few against the many. Does 
history anywhere tell us of any one country ~ 
whose people really were prosperous where 
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the working classes were not contented, and 


does it not everywhere show us that na- — 
tions are invariably preceded to their down- 


“a 


fall by'a combination of wealth and power  —— 


in the hands of a few? Where the working — 
classes are well off the whole community is 
bound to be prosperous and everybody is 
happy. We have the everyday experience 
before us that vast fortunes can be amassed 
by the few, accompanied by great destitii- 
tion among the masses. And when you 
think of it, could any scheme possibly be 
devised better calculated to transfer to the 
coffers of the few the little savings of the - 
many than having to repay a loan in dearer . 
money than was borrowed?’’ 

Parts Company with Cleveland. 

Mr. King is not fully convinced that this 
country can undertake the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver alone, but he is firm- 
ly convinced that silver coinage is the need 
of the country, and he thinks that interna- 
tional agreement could probably be secured 
at 15% to 1. Although heretofore a cham- 
pion of the single gold standard, he is now 
convinced that the restoration of silver is 
what is needed to restore prosperity. 

He says in conclusion: 

“I have been, as you know, @ great ad- 
mirer of President Cleveland and of his ad- 
ministration, a cuckoo of the cuckoos. But 
if he now advocates unconditionally the 
single gold standard, which is not proved 
and which I do not believe, I should feel 
bound in accordance with my newly ac- 
quired convictions to oppose him as earnest- 
ly as I have hitherto supported him.”’ 

Mr. King is a man who has the courage of 
his convictions and paben bb ity to state 
them. His conve without any polit- 
ical motive. He has no ax to grind, and fn 
the face of his own selfisb interests his let- 
ter will have great weight {n this section of 
the state. |

Culpepper’s 
letter concludes: ‘The colored people here 
desire to know if there was anything like a 
crime against him. Please answer at once, 
so that we can understand the matter.” 

Thomas, it seems, wcerked in Mobile in 
the capacity of a vessel loader. During the 
latter part of July a warrant was issued 
charging him with disorderly conduct, 
About the same time he lost his job and 
went to Georgia to hunt work. The woman 
gays her husband did not know “Railroad 
Bill,” but was a hard-working, well behaved 
negro. The information from Mobile is that 
he has no crime charged against him there. 

Get in the Engine’s Way. 

Jere Cooper, a negro, was fatally wound- 
ed by an engine on the Central road about 
ten miles from here this morning. He was 
sitting on the track when ‘the engine struck 
him and knocked him off. 

When the train backed up to the scene of 
the accident it was found that the negro 
had again crawied upon the track, and it is 
believed he was intent on suicide. He is still 
alive, but has not regained consciousness 
and will die. 

A Boy Drowns. 

George Strother, the ten-year-old son of a 
prominent stockman, while in bathing in the 
river this afternoon with some other boys, 
got beyond his depth and was drowned.

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Judge Strong Dead—Was Appointed 
to the Sup e Bench by Grant. 

Washington, August 19.—Associate Justice 
Strong (retired), of the supreme court of 
the United States, died at Lake Minne- 
waska, N. Y., today. The direct cause otf 
his death was paralysis, -but he has been 
much ailing for many years. 

William Strong, son of the Rev. Light- 
house Strong, was born in Somers, Tolland 
county, Connecticut, May 6, 13088 He was 
educated at the Plainfield academy and 
Yale college graduating at the age of twen- 
ty years. After a brief career as a school 
teacher he returned to New Haven and grad- 
uated from the law school of Yale. Re- 
moving thence to Philadelphia, he was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1832. The young law- 
yer chose Reading, Pa., for his home, and 
entered upon the practice of his profession. 
In 1847, having taken an active interest in 
politics, he was elected to represent the 
district in congress and served two terms. 
He then returned to the practice of his 
profession and in 1857 was elected a judge 
of the supreme court of the state of Penn- 
Sylvania for a term of fifteen years. On 
October, 1868, he resigned that position and 
resumed his practice at the bar. 

While a member of the supreme court of 
that state tne deceased justice won a repu- 
tation for judicial learning that extended 
far beyond its limits and when, in 1870, 
President Grant transmitted his name with 
that of the late Justice Bradley to the 
senate for comfirmation as associate justice 
of the supreme court of the United States, 
there was a very egratified feeling among 
the members of the profession. January 
15, 1872, Mr. Justice Strong announced the 
decision of the court affirming the consti- 
tutionality of the legal tender acts, and 
Justice Bradley concurred in a _ lengthy 
opinion. But the legal tender ques- 
tion was not the only one of 
importance growing out of the war in 
the settlement of which Mr. Justice Strong 
took a prominent part. The constitutional 
amendments intended to crystallize and pre- 
serve the results of the war, and the con- 
gressional legislation necessary to give 
these constitutional provisions force -and 
effect were before the court. In Bigelow 
vs. Forest, Mr. Justice Strong prepared the 
decision announcing that under the con- 
fiscation act of July 17, 1862, a decree and 
sale only established a confiscation during 
the life of the one for whose offense the 
land was condemned and sold. In Tennes- 
see vs. Davis he delivered the opinion of 
the court establishing the principle thet 
the judicial power of the United States em- 
braced alike civil and criminal cases aris- 
ing under the constitution and the laws of 
the United States, and that their removal 
from a state to a federal court was no in- 
vasion of state domain or power. In Vir- 
ginia vs. Rives he also prepared an opinion 
of the court holding that the effect of the 
constitution, which authorized the enact- 
ment of the statutes for the removal into 
the federal court of civil suits or prosecu- 
tions against any person who was denied or 
could not enforce in state courts any rights 
secured to him by any law providing for 
the equal rights of citizens of the United 
States, was to place the colored race, in 
respect of civil rights, upon a level with 
the whites. In ex parte Virginia Judge 
Strong announced the decision of the court 
that whoever, by virtue of public position 
under a state government, deprived anoth- 
er of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law, or denied or took away 
the equal protection of the laws, violated 
inhibition; that his act 
as such officer was the act of the state; 
that power was given to congress to en- 
force its provisions by appropriate legisla- 
tion and that such legislation muct act, 
not upon the abstract thing called the state, 
but upon the persons who are the agents 
of the state. 

Justice Strong was designated by the 
electoral commission act of 1877 as one of 
the judicial members of the famous tri- 
partite tribunal which passed upon the 
contested presidential election of 1876. In 
1880 Mr. Justice Strong, having reached the 
age at which, under the constitution, retire- 
ment from the bench after ten years of 
service thereon is permitted, retired and 
had since then made his home in this city. 
Justice Strong was a prominent resident 
of Washington, taking an active interest in 
benevolent and religious projects. 
a ruling elder in the church of the cove- 
nant and a leading officer in the American 
Bible Society and in the American Tract 
Society, usually presiding over their an- 
nual gatherings. When General Booth, 
commander in chief of the Salvation Army, 
visited Washington in 1894 he was present- 
ed to the vast audience which gathered to 
greet him in the convention hall by Mr. 
Justice Strong. In these lines he will be 
sadly missed. 

In 1836 Justice Strong married Priscilla 
Lee, at Easton, Pa., by whom he had a 
family of ane son and several daughters. 
‘iahe son died in 1892; two of the daughters 
are married and reside in Pennsylvania; 
two unmarried daughters have been their 
father’s fkniimate companions ysimce jhe 
death of their mother some years ago.

THE WIFE IS VINDICATED. 


She Gets a Separation and $100 a 
Month Alimony. 

Charleston, 8S. C., August 19.—(Special.)— 
Judge Buchanan, of the circuit court- to- 
day handed down a decision in the cele- 
brated and infamous case of Alice McAlis- 
ter vs. John McAlister, which was tried 
before him in chambers last month. 

Alice McAlister sued her husband for 
alimony and maintenance, which is all the 
divorce that can be had in this state. The 
evidence brought out on the trial by the 
defendent was of such a vile character 
that the local newspepers refused to pub- 
lish it. The decree of Judge Buchanan is 
all in favor of the plaintiff. She is award- 
ed $2,500 for counsel fees and the cost of 
he court and is decreed alimony at the 
rate of $100 per month during the joint 
lives of the parties. Provision is made for 
the collection of the amount by the court 
and the defendant is enjoined and restrain- 
ed from any way mclesting, hindering or 
interfering with his wife in living apart 
from him, or from entering or trespassing 
upon any house or place of residence wher- 
ever the plaintiff may: reside. 

McAlister is a well-known politician here 
and a prosperous man. He is president of 
the Fourth Ward Democratic Club and has 
quite an extensive livery stable in connec- 
tion with the business of an undertaker.

GOLDBUGS ARE WORRIED. 


Herr Schwab Admits That the Silver 
Sentiment Is Very Strong. 
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New York, August 19—Mr. Gustav H. 
Schwab, who has been directing the cham- 
ber of commerce crusade against the siivel 
agitation, sails for Burope toGay. Mr. 
Schwab thus outlined the present status 
of the silver situation today: 

‘The outlook for the ultimate triumph of 
sound money ideas is encouraging, but we 
have a great deal of work yet to do be- 
fore success is assured. The free silver 
people have changed their tactics, and in- 
stead of holding conventions and expend- 
ing all their energy in talk and noise, 
they are quietly forming clubs and organ- 
izations in every city and hamlet in the 
hope of capturing the next congress and 
president. Hereafter, instead of using their 
lungs, they will try to secure legislation. 

“Tiere in the east the general opinion is 
held that the silver craze is a thing of 
the past. This opinion I believe to be en- 
tirely wrong, for although the business 
mea in the cities and towns of the west and 
south on the whole can be regarded as 
sound on the question (the silver states, of 
course, excepted), the farming population, 
the factory operative:! and working ciasses 
have become imbued with the false doc- 
trines circulated throu¢h silver publications 
and exploited by politicians and demagogues 
that a vote taken, for example. in the 
manufacturing districts of Ohio, would un- 
doubtedly show a formidable majority in 
favor of the free coinage of silver at the 
ration of/16 to 1 by this country, without 
reference to internatioral action. The con- 
dition in the manufacturing towns of Ohio 
is paralleled by many cities and towns in 
other states, and as for the farming popu- 
lation, it is only necessary to refer to the 
overwhelming defeat of sound money in 
Mississippi. Missouri is about as bad, the 
sentiment among the farmers in other states 
in the south and west is the same. 

At gur very door, in Pennsylvania, we 
find e leading statesman of that state 
working for free silver, and the senior sen- 
ator willing to jeopardize the industrial in- 
terests in his state in order to become a 
presidential candidate on the free silver 
ticket. The demagogues “and politicians 
are using the craze for their own selfish 
personal advantage and notoriety, and even 
many honest men of supposed character 
and reputation who are candidates for state 
and local oifices do not hesitate to bow 
to the silver Baal and to sacrifice their 
own conscience in order to secure their 
immediate political future. Not only are 
secret societies .being formed in various 
parts of the country under the name of 
‘silver knights,’ the idea being to propagate 
free silver fallacies through regularly con- 
stituted lodges, but the silver craze is 
budding in other quarters in the formation 
of bimetallic leagues which are passing the 
hat for contributions to foster the free 
Silver cause. At the bottom of this free 
silver agitation there is nothing else but the 
socialistic hatred of capital and individual 
property, and disguise it as they may, the 
leaders know that it is through appealing 
to the ignorant }rejudices of the unedu- 
cated that they have gained so many con- 
verts.

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Hon. Hector D. Lane Says That This 
Year's Cotton Crop Is Short ~ 


HAS BEEN DIMINISHED 80 PER CENT 


He Talks About the General Movement 
em to Cat Down the Cotton Crop. 
His Address. 

Colonel Hector D. Lane, president of 
the Cotton Growers’ Protective Association, 
is stopping at the Kimball. 

Colonel Lane has just returned from @ 
twenty days’ trip through the cotton belt 
of Tennessee, where he has been investi- 
gating the conditions of the cotton crop 
and interviewing the planters throughout 
the state. 

His presence in Atlanta is for the purpose 
of receiving results from the commissioner 
of agriculture regarding the Georgia crop, 
and from here he will go to Macon, Augus- 
ta, Savannah, the Piedmont region and 
North and South Carolina. 

“From statistics,’ said Colonel Lane,, 
“furnished by the commissioner of agri- 
culture of the state of Texas, as compared 
with last year, the crop in his state has 
fallen off not less than 35 per cent; that is, 
counting the decrease in acreage, the dis- 
use of commercial fertilizers and the pro- 
duction as compared with last year. 

“The graest question that confronts the 
planters of the south is the eagerness with 
which they throw their cotton in the early 
months to the buyers. 

“My desire, and what I have hoped and 
striven to impress upon them is that they 
band together and hold their cotton in @ 
way that will not evince their desire to 
unload what they-hold. 

‘Last year there was an unusually large 
crop of cotton and the manipulators who 
had gained by their years of experience 
placed the pianter in a position where he 
was but to@anxious to be rid of his holding. 
But this year there are many ways in 
which the planter can outdo the imanipu- 
lator in the matter of purchasing the 
raw material. : 

‘Last year, owing to the large crop and 
the falling prices, the planters were only 
too willing to dispose of their crop at a 
sacrifice, and they thus destroyed their 
chances of an advance in the price of their 
product. 

“There is a short crop this year, and as 
@ consequence the price of the raw materi- 
al must necessarily be higher than that 
of last year, and do the farmers but keep 
there resolutions there will be only but 
one result. 

“Last year was an unprecedented crop, 
and planters showed a restless desire to let 
their crops go at unusual prices. 

“This year the result of the crop returns 
will be different, and the farmers have 
only to spread their deliveries over the 
season, and thus they will Keep up an equi- 
librium of prices and not permit the ma- 
nipulators to oust them of their crop early 
in the sea:‘bn. 

“Under these considerations, if the farm- 
er will only hold his cotton until the 
time arrives when the manipulator must 
make terms and the manufacturer is obliged 
to have the raw material, then he can dic- 
tate his grice and realize a satisfactory 
profit. 

“What I want to impress upon the cot- 
ton grower is that if he uses discretion 
in the marketing of his cotton so that a 
portion of his preduct be carried through- 
out the entire season, he will thereby come 
nearer receiving the commercial value of 
his crop than by submitting to the caprice 
of the moment. , 

“In my opinion the planter of cotton has 
been the most.downtrodden since the war, 
He has been at the mercy of shrewd manip- 
ulators, tossed by the tide of commercial 
values and held down by the misrepre- 
sentation of BDnglish agents until he ras 
been almost powerless. 

“Last year the cotton planter made just 
10 cents for his labor. I am in favor wf all 
who have the best interests of the cotton 
growers of the south at heart, as my ad- 
dress of a few weeks ago will show.”’ 


The following is an extract from the ad- 
dress: 

“No longer is the product of honest toil 
adequate to our subsistence. No ionger is 
the cost of the production of an article any 
standard of its valuation, and the law of 
supply and demand has been dispiaced, and 
in its stead intervenes the results attained 
by the ‘commercial mountebanks,’ the 
most insidious and merciless of which is he 
that, with the tongue of an Ananias and 
the heart of the Mafia, is murdering the 
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material prospect of our cotatry and mak- 


ing paupers of our people. I refer to that 
man that wears deservedly the brutish 
name of ‘bear.’ He that by false prophecy 
and willful misrepresentation robs us of 
cur substance, imperils our prosperity and 
leaves us\jnothing but poverty in our homes 
and hatred in our hearts. 

“The warning note has been sounded; let 
‘forewarned be forearmed.’ That there is 
a powerful and systematized movement to 
again depress the value of our staple this 
season is patent to all intelligent men, and 
it rests with the planter of the south in- 
dividually, as to whether he will submit 
to be sheared again like a sheep, as he was 
last season. 

“The time has arrived for heroic action. 
The alternative is left to either renounce 
the growing of cotton entirely as a profita- 
ble crop, or ‘to take up arms against a sea 
of troubles, and by opposing end them.’ 
False rumors of the immensity of the com- 
ing crop have already been widely and 
recklessly circulated to intimidate the 
farmers into rushing their crops upon the 
market, hoping to receive better prices be- 
fore a decline. This action upon the part 
of the farmers will accomplish the inten- 
tion of the manipulators of the market and 
is to be deprecated as suicidal to their in- 
terests. The crop, to bring fair values, 
should be judiciously distributed over the 
selling season without allowing the deliv- 
eries to be too great at any time. And I 
would advise that all farmers that can do 
so without violating a contract should mar- 
ket their crop as siowly as they can, or at 
a ratio of one-third less than last season; 
the equalization of prices can thus be fair- 
ly retained, and we will come much nearer 
receiving the commercial value of our 
product. 

“We have in our favor: 

“The general revival of trade. 

“A largely decreased acreage. 

“Disuse of 331-3 per cent of commercial 
fertilizers. 

“Shortness of the present crop from un- 


‘ seasonable weather and insect pests. 


“The condition of farmers enabling them 
to hold their erage. 
“A bearish feeling among all farmers. 

“The increase of consumption. 

“The visible supply smaller than usual. 

“Europe will this year take 6,800,000 of 
America’s cotton. North and South Amer- 
ica, Canada and Mexico will take 3,100,000 
bales. With improving trade. America will 
surely take 3,300,000 bales which will leave 
only 4,700,000 bales for export, even were 
000, bales raised, which is now practi- 
cally impossible. If the crop is only 7,250,000 
bales, then less than 4,000, bales will be 
available for export. Europe is entirely 
dependent upon the south for her supply 
of raw cotton, ag statistics show that oe 
importations from India. e, , ete., 
ate only equal to 1,600,000 bales of American 
cotton. 

“The manufacturers of Europe are selling 
their goods months and months ahead with- 
out protecting themselves by the purchase 
of raw cotton, expecting that the necessi- 

of the planter will force him to sell 
at any price that the spinners and specu- 
lators may ¢ to pay.”

The wound failed to heal, but gave no 
pain until,the latter part of last week, 
whe. it began to swell and turn green. 
Yesterday the child was thrown into con- 
Wulsions. Physicians were summoned, but 
medical skill could accomplish nothing, 
and young Dix died, the victim of hydro- 
phobia.

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FARMING AND EDUCATION. 


Dr. H. C. White Uurges Higher Edu- 
cation for the Boys. 

Athens, Ga., August 19.—(Special.)—Dr. 
H. C. White, president of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Mechanic Apnfs, 
has returnel from Cumberland, where he 
attended the session of the State Agricul- 
tural Society. While there he delivered a 
poverful address upon the subject of “EKad- 
ucation,” in which he outlined the educa- 
tion needed by the farmer’s son. His ad- 
dress was quite different from others de- 
livered there which took the position that 
the training should be purely practical. 
Dr. White clearly proved that the best 
education to be given a farmer’s son was 
that which filled his mind full of useful 
facts that could be put into use upon the 
farm. 

The address of Dr. White produced a 
profound impression upon the delegates, 
as he is at the head of the state institu- 
tion chiefly designed to impart knowledxe 
to the farmers, and es he is one of the 
originators of.the ‘Farmers’ Institute,”’ 
which is doing great good among the farin- 
ers of Georgia. 

Dr. White, when asked about the mova- 
ment of Griffin to secure the state college, 
said that he was not alarmed in the least 
about the situation. If the State’ Agricul- 
tural Society is to be taken asan index, the 
Sseitiment of the farmers of the state is 
favorable to the college remaining at Ath- 
ens. The opinions of the delegates to the 
State Agricultural Society were almost all 
favorable to the university. 

As this fight is being pushed by the peo- 
ple of Griffin, the friends of the university 
are not idle. At the proper time they will 
present their side of the case and show 
conclusively that the state college is doing 
admirable work for the farmers of Geor- 
gia, and is carrying out faithfully all its 
obligations and duties 

The friends of the university who have 
talked with people in all sections of the 
State say that the sentiment in favor of 
consolidating all the higher educational in- 
stitutions of Georgia around the State uni- 
versity is increasing.

IT 18 COMPLETE IN EVERY DETAIL 


Business Seems to Be Picking Up on the 
Rome and Decatur Road—The 
Southern Is Improving It. 


a 


Rome, Ga., August 19.—(Special.)—W ork 
on the Massachusetts cotton mills is pro- 
gressing rapidly, but the mills will not be 
completed in time to begin operations this 
fall, unless the work can be pushed more 
speedily than is now apparent. 

A small army of laborers is at work daily, 
but such is the extent of the work that 
their labors do not show up as they would 
in a smaller enterprise. 

Messrs, Walton & Wagner have about 
completed the excavation for the reservoir 
and will begin putting in the concrete this 
week, The reservoir will have a capacity 
of about 700,000 gallons, and is lovated on 
top of the hill 200 feet above the mill, so 
that it will give about ninety-eight pounds 
pressure. 

A Complete System. 

The system will be as complete as if it 
were to supply a town of 5,000 or 10,000 in- 
habitants, as the mill operatives and their 
families will really run the population of the 
Village up to about 5,000 to begin with. 

The source of supply is a big, bold spring 
at the foot of the hill. It will be construct- 
ed so as to utilize the water of Silver creek 
to turn a turbine water wheel, which will 
drive a triplex pump to raise the water from 
the suction well at the spring to the reser- 
voir through an eight-inch main. 

The intake pipe will be run up above the 
water line so that the flow of water will be 
well aerated as it falls back into the reser- 
voir, and by a system of check valves will 
be distributed through the ygsht-inch main, 

Protection from Fire. 

The pressure will be sufficient to throw a 
big stream of water over any building with- 
in the area of the mill property, thus fur- 
nishing a perfect system of protection from 
fire. Besides this an abundant supply of 
Water will be furnished for domestic uses, 
thus insuring perfect sanitation and adding 
to the healthfulness of the operatives. 

Contracts are let for the construction of 
a hundred new cottages, part of @vhich have 
already been erected. The village will be a 
model, in its way, and will be a little chap- 
ter of New England grafted on the laboring 
man’s life in the sunny south. 

The superintendent has a train to run 
from the city every day for the convenience 
of the workmen who board in Rome, which 
has given quite a boom to the boarding 
houses, which are all full up with boarders. 

The Rome and Decatur. 


The appearance of a long train of flat 
cars on the Rome and Decatur branch of 
the Southern railroad indicates a picking 
up.of business on that line, which has so 
long been kept in the background by a fall- 
ing off in traffic. 

These cars were built of southern iron 
and timber at the Elliott car works, of 
Gadsden, and have every modern improve- 
ment, including patent automatic couplings 
and air brakes. 

They are put up in the most substantial 
manner and word comes from Gadsden 
that the company is compelled to turn down 
numerous orders, although running day and 
night on full time, 

Captain Jim Elliott, president of the com- 
pany, is an ex-Roman and was captain of a 
steamboat when his father owned the line 
on the Coosa river for many years, and, of 
course, people in Rome take a great deal of 
interest in his success. 

Improving the Road. 

The Southern railway management has 
been improving the Rome and Decatur won- 
derfully during the summer. The track is 
being put in first-class condition and the 
passenger cars have been overhauled until 
it has been brought up to the high standard 
of the other branches of this great system. 

The increase in the demand for southern 
iron has caused a great deal of activity at 
Round mountain and the outlook for the 
Rome and Decatur is very favorable for a 
good fall trade. The large crops being 
grown in the country contiguous to the line 
will also add much to its earnings this fall 
and winter. 

Floyd County Roads. 

Much interest is felt in the probable ac- 
tion of the commissioners of Floyd county 
in regard to the suggestion of the recent 
grand jury that the chaingang be suspended 
for two years. 

The chaingang has, 
years, constructed about § seventy-eight 
miles of macadamized road, which has 
placed Floyd county in the front ranks in 
the way of first-class highways. 

This has been of vast advantage to the 
farmers in moving their produce and has 
been an important factor in the increase of 
trade in Rome. 

“If they take the chaingang off,” re- 
marked Mayor John D. Moore, in speaking 
of the matter, “it will cost the county a 
year’s work to begin with in the loss from 
stopping work at this time. Then it will 
require a year to ae under way again, at 
least, and so it will: amount to the loss of 
from four to five years’ work to suspend op- 
erations, and it is not probable that the 
commissioners will do anything like that.” 


A Manufacturing Viilage. 


Some time ago two gentlemen who are 
largely interested in banking and real estate 
in lowa came south on a prospecting tour. 
While here they paid a visit to Oakland 

lace, the beautiful residence of Major A, B. 
McDonald, two miles above Rome, on the 
Oostanauia river. 

Major McDonald bought the place, which 
was a run-down c3Stton plantation, seven 
years ago. He is a Canadian and familiar 
with northern methods, which he put in 
operation on the old plantation site. 

He now has a model stock farm stocked 
with fine blooded horses, cattle and hogs, 
and the gentlemen from Iowa were very 
much impressed with it. Before they left 
they expressed their gratification at the 
appearance of the country in this section. 

There is a probability that they will re- 
turn again this winter and purchase a largo 
tract of the so-called “flat woods’’ land ly- 
ing adjacent to the Rome and Decatur raill- 
road. where they will locate a manufactur- 
ing village. Their plan is to put down 
small manufacturing plants, so that the col- 
onists can have plenty of work to do until 
their farms become profitable, divide the 
land into small farms and sell them to the 
colonists on easy terms. 

In this manner they hope to locate a 
number of families, who will be self-sup- 
porting from the beginning. If they carry 
out their plans it will add largely to the 
population of Rome’s rapidly spreading sub- 
urbs and bring into profitable utility a scope 
of country which is now more or less val- 
ueless, except as a hog range.

NO POOL SELLING TO B& ALLOWED 


The Petition Asking for Sunday Opening 
«& forthe Barbers Presented—Other 
Routine Matters. 


There will not be any more pool selling 
on horse racing or any other kind of rac- 
ing in the city of Atlanta by commission 
or otherwise, if the general council can 
prevent it. 

During the session yesterday afternoon, 
an erdinance was presented prohibiting 
the existence of an office or any other 
place of business in Atlanta where betting 
on horse ‘racing, boat racing, bicycle rac- 
ing or any other kind of racing can be in- 


dulged in, 


The same ordinance provided not only 
for a heavy fine or imprisonment upon 
Persons convicted of the offense in the 
police court, but provided for a fine or 
imprisonment upon any one convicted in 
recorder’s court of buying pools or betting 
in any such place. 

The paper was handed to fhe clerk by 
Mr. Bell, of the third ward, and as the 
clerk concluded reading it Mr. Camp arose 
saying: 

“I move that that ordinance be referred 


to the police committee.”’ 

Mr. Nelms wanted to amend by adding 
the ordinance committee, 

“Before that reference is ordered,”’ said 
Mr. Bell, “I have here a resolution touch- 
ing the same question, which I desire to 
read.”’ 

The resolution recited the fact that a 
license had been granted W. R. Cannon 
for a pool room agency under a law pre- 
viously passed and then provided that the 
clerk should not issue any more licenses 
for the same work until after council had 
disposed of the papers presented in the 
snape of an oruinance. 

“Now, I would like to have that paper 
referred to the same committees,”’ said 
Mr. Bell as his resolution was read. 

“Does ‘that inclutie cc¥n exchanges 
and other places of that kind?’ asked Mr. 
Colvin smiling. 

Zhere was no answer to Mr. Colvin’s 
question, and the papers were all refer- 
red to the police and the ordinance com- 
mittees. 

The Exposition Heard From.

It is fortunate for the exposition that 
men Of such influence and well-known 
ability should interest themselves in this 
matter, which is vital to the success of 
the south’s great enterprise. The Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad, the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railway 
apd the Queen and Crescent have always 
been potent factors in the development 
of the south, and have always contrib- 
uted to the success of southern enter- 
prises. All these lines are closely identi- 
fied with the great lines of the west on 
account of their connections at Cincin- 
nati, Louisville, Nashville, Evansville 
and St. Louis, and with the heavy inter- 
change of business with the lines north 
of the Ohio river they are in position to 
be of.invaluable aid to the lines of the 
south in their efforts to secure advan- 
tageous rates from points north of the 
Ohio river. 

It is fortunate for the exposition that 
these great systems have interested 
themselves fo. secpre the desired re- 
duced rates, and have given such hearty 
co-operation in the movement to secure 
low rates from both southern and west- 
ern points. The rates already an- 
nounced from Ohio river points and from 
points between Atlanta and Ohio 
river points are entirely satisfac- 
tory, and if the western §§ roads 
can be induced to do as well—and 
there is no reason why they should not— 
the exposition will have no cause for 
complaint in the matter of railroad rates. 


We Must Be Ready. 

It is definitely settled that many of 
the union veterans who are to partici- 
pate in the dedication of Chickamauga 
park will embrace the opportunity to 
visit the exposition. 

Fully twenty-fit’e or thirty thousand of 
these tourists will be in Atlanta on the 
Ist of September. They are coming here 
for a three-fold purpose—to see the most 
famous cluster of battlefields in the south 
Atlantic states south of Virginia; to see 
our exposition, and to get better ac- 
quainted with the new south and her 
people. 

It will be the largest assemblage of 
northern people that has been witnessed 
in any southern state since the war. 

Of course it goes without saying that 
when these visitors return to their 
homes, scattered all over the western 
and middle states, they will tell their 
newspapers and their neighbors how the 
opening days of our exposition impressed 
them. It is of the highest importance 
to us that their report should be a favor- 
able one, and we must leave nothing un- 
done to get our big show in complete 
and satisfactory shape. We cannot af- 
ford to show these strangers a half- 
ready, half-complete exposition with 
unpacked exhibits and grounds littered 
with debris. We must have everything 
ready by the opening day, September 
18th, and on the 2ist the exposition 
should be running like clock work. 

Fortunately everything is now so far 
advanced that it is only a question of 
men and money as to when the finishing 
touches will be complete. It would be 
better for the next four weeks to double 
the expenditures and double the number 
of hands at work on the buildings and 
grounds than to be found lagging behind 
when the opening day comes. 

Doubtless it is unnecessary to urge this 


‘view of the matter upon the directors of 


the exposition. They are keenly alive to 
the necessity of expediting their work, 
and we feel assured that they will push 
things with electric energy from this 
time on. 

If our 20,000 visitors on the 2ist of 
September return to their homes in the 
north and west with an enthusiastic re- 
port of the wonders of our great fair, 
there will be an instantaneous rush of 
hundreds of thousands of people in this 
direction from the states north of the 
Ohio. On the other hand, if they tell 
their people that the exposition is not 
ready and will be indefinitely delayed, 
the whole country will lose interest in it. 

No matter how much it costs or how 
many workmen it requires, we must have 
the exposition ready in every detail by 
the 18th of September. There must be 
no hitch—no delay! 


A Call on Secretary Herbert. 


As set forth in our dispatches yester- 
day, the federal office holders in and 
about Montgomery, who are enthusias- 
tically in favor of the policy of the ad- 
ministration, have signed an invitation 
requesting Secretary Herbert, of the na- 
vy, to address the people of Montgomery 
on the financal policy of the democratic 
party. 

Thoughtful democrats had been expect- 
ing something like this for some time. 
Secretary Herbert has maintained the 
dignity of his office thus far. He has 
attended strictly to the business of his 
office and has not made a spectacle of 
himself by going about the country mak- 
ing republican speeches to democratic 
audiences.

if he desires to give Mr. Cleveland a 
spasm of complete pleasure. 

It is absolutely amazing to those who 
have some idea of the standard by 
which southern public men were educat- 
ed to measure others as well as them- 
selves to observe the disgusting celerity 
with which southern men who have at- 
tained to the dighity of cabinet officers 
are now madeto surrender their lifelong 
convictions and to advocate the very 
principles which they have made them 
selves pepular by denouncing. 

The southern members of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s cabinet have made themselves sad- 
ly couspicuous in this respect. With 
the exception of Morton, who would be 
the prize donkey in any circus in the 
world, the northern members of the cab- 
inet have maintained their _ self- 
respect. It is probable—at least, 
we sincerely’ trust it is probable— 
that Mr. Herbert hoped to 
escape—that he hoped to be allowed to 
maintain the dignity that is due to his 
office. If so, he was mistaken. He will 
be called into the field, and although the 
call will, on the face of it, appear to 
emanate from Montgomery, it will not 
be hard to guess that it originated at 
another point of the compass. 

We have an exireme pity for any 
southern man who is compelled to ad- 
voecate republican financial principles 
in order to retain his place in the cab- 
inet, 


Two Points of View. 
The Philadelphia American evidently 
has a very bad opinion of the south. It 
says: 


More than a score of murders were com- 
mitted in Florida during the month of July, 
and Florida is one of the least populous 
states of the union. It is prrhaps too soon 
to estimate the number of murderers who 
will be brought into court, convicted and 
punished, but the execution of a white 
murderer in that part of the union is so 
rare that it may.be said never to occur. 
The same murderous spirit prevails in Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, Tennessee and in Ken- 
tucky. No fewer than six killings have oc- 
curred in Kentucky within two weeks. In 
Missouri a negro was lynched and the body 
taken to a town where a fair was in prog- 
ress and hung on a telegraph pole on the 
fair grounds. This constituted one of the 
prominent features of the fair, several hun- 
dred persons being gathered to view the 
ghastly spectacle, and thus perfect their 
civilization. 

It is quite safe to say that as many per- 
s0ns have been shot down in the old slave 
states since the war broke out in Cuba as 
have perished in actual fray in that island. 
War is always terrible, but war is not the 
greatest curse in some lAnds. The other 
day a woman in Georgia hired a negro ser- 
vant to kill her husband. The facts were 
proved, both were arrested, tried and con- 
victed, and the women of the state at once 
moved to save the guilty murderess from 
her fate. They forgot to ask for mercy for 
the ignorant negro, who did the bidding of 
the woman. But the coiored people rallied 
and petitioned the authorities to make sauce 
for the white goose sauce for the black 
gander. Both should be hung, and unless 
the south hangs its cold-blooded murderers 
it can never prosper. 


It is unfortunately true that we have 
too many crimes of violence in the south. 
but it is also true that our courts, news- 
papers, preachers, and, in fact, the ma- 
jority of our people are on the side of 
law and order. and are making a zealous 
crusade against all forms of lawlessness. 

But how is it in the north and west? 
Our conservative contemporary, The 
Wilmington, N. C2. Messenger, has the 
following: 


At Spring Valley, Ill, recently, an 
outbreak of a very serious kind occurred 
between whites and blacks. The old race 
prejudice asserted itself in a very intoler- 
ant and bloody way. The negroes were 
outraged, set upon, killed even. And now 
some of the papers that slander the south 
and magnify its crimes and disturbances. 
are trying to cover over the facts. To 
Show this we copy a part of a republican 
lie that originates with The New York Ad- 
vertiser. It says of the assault upon the 
negroes of Illinois that “as a matter of 
fact the outrage belongs to the south as 
much as if it occurred in South Carolina or 
Mississippi. Bureau county, where the riot 
occurred, is in that section of darkest II- 
linois which was as distinctly secession in 
its sentiment during the war as was any 
part of the south.’’ The lie is mailed by 
the statement that the congressional dis- 
trict in which the outrages occurred is re- 
publican by 5,000 plurality or 4,500 majority. 
The outrages reported were incomparably 
mean, barbaric, infernal, exceeding any- 
thing that ever occurred in our southland. 
Up to now there has been no Holmes in the 
south. The lying and hostile northern 
newspapers ought to sweep before their 
own doors. It is disgusting to see the re- 
publican papers indulging in essays upon 
southern brutalities when their own news 
columns are filled from day to day with 
numberless crimes of all sorts and the most 
devilish and degrading, They misstate as 
to the one section and shut their eyes as 
to the other section. 


The Messenger concludes with a sen- 
timent which we heartily indorse. It 
Says that both sections are too much 
Stained and blurred to call each other 
harsh names or to pojat the finger of 
scorn. e 


“Pernicious Activity.” 

Allen W. Thurinan, the real democratic 
leader of Ohio, treats with deserved con- 
tempt the insinuation conveyed in the 
assertion that Brice’s money can buy 
the Ohio democracy. He says that if 
democratic principles do not prevail in 
the action of the state convention it will 
not be because Brice bas been able to 
buy democratr, but because of the pres- 
ence in and Around the convention of 
the office-holding puppets who are tied 
to strings that -each from Ohio to Wash- 
ington. 

In three states now—Iowa, Kentucky 
and Ohio—the activity of the federal 
office holders in having themselves elect- 
ed as delegates end the influence they 
have sought to exert have not only vio- 
lated the rules laid down by Mr. Cleve. 
land in his instructions to federal. offi- 
cials, but have been a disgrace to the 
party, calculated to bring it into con- 
tempt in the eyes of honest voters who 
do not hold party organization in higher 
esteem than they do political decency. 
In order that there may be no mistake 
about what Mr. Cleveland said, we shall 
quote here from his order to heads of 
departments issued on the 14th of July, 
1886. After declaring that he deemed it 
a proper time to warn “all subordinates 
in the departmetits and all office holders 
under the general government against 
the use of their official positions in at- 
tempts to control political movements 
in their localities,” Mr. Cleveland made

Turgid and awkward as this declara- 
tion is, no federal office holder could or 
can misunderstand it. The president 
goes on to say: 

“The influence of federal office holders 
should not be felt in the manipulation of 
political primary meetings and nominat- 
ing conventions. The use by these offi- 
cials of their positions to compass their 
selection as delegates to political«conven- 
tions is indecent and unfair; and proper 
regard for the proprieties and require- 
ments of official place will also prevent 
their assuming the active conduct of po- 
litical campaigns.” 


is doubly indecent and unfair when it is 
now carried on under the eyes and with 
the consent and connivance of the man 
who wrote the foregoing, and on a scale 
that was never attempted or approached 
by the republican party when that or- 
ganization, puffed and swollen with 
pride, was wholly given over to partisan 
and official indecency. Doubly indecent 
and unfair when it is now carried on 
for the purpose of condemning the prin- 
ciples which have been dear to the peo- 
ple and the party since the foundation 
of the government. Mr. Cleveland has 
given his office holders the word to vio- 
late his orders for the benefit of the 
money power, and they are rushing to 
indecency and unfairness witb a nimble 
eagerness that has never had a parallel 
in this country. 

Cabinet officials parading about the 
country begging the people to indorse 
republican financial doctrines, and the 
smaller officials swarming around pri- 
maries, domineering at party meetings 
and procuring their own elections as 
members of political conventions. Never 
has a party been so outraged and scan- 
dalized by those who ought to be the 
first to purify and improve it. ‘ 

We have already reprinted the open 
letter of Mr. Samuel B. Evans, a4 mem- 
ber of the Iowa state convention, to Mr. 
Cleveland. Mr. Evans was a postmaster 
in 1886, and received a copy of the order 
from which we have quoted. Knowing 
that the order is still in force, Mr. Evans 
took occasion to inform Mr. Cleveland of 
the partisan and unprecedented action of 
the federal officials in Iowa. 
a matter of public notoriety,” says Mr. 
Livans, “that never in the political histo- 
ry of Iowa, including the worst times of 
republican rule, was there such a shame- 
less violation of the rules of decency and 
good order as was manifested at the 
late state democratic convention.” 

This is bad enough, but the situation 
seems to be worse in Ohio. It is known 
that at least one hundred and twenty- 
five federal officials will appear in the 
Springfield convention. 

As in Ohio, so it was in Kentucky. 
Nothing but the influence of Mr. Car- 
lisle directing and controlling the federal 
officials in that state prevented a dec- 
laration by the convention in favor of 
the democratic doctrine of the free coin- 
age of silver. So it will be in every 
other state where the honest voters are 
weak enough or careless enough to allow 
their servants to dictate to them.

Pilley to a young lady has 
caused the citizens of the town to noti- 
fy him that they desire him to “resign 
all public trusts” and leave aS Soon as 
possible. 

The demand made upon Mr. Pilley to 
resign the offices held by him is a very 
important feature in this exciting affair. 
According to our advices Mr. Pilley is 
ex-mayor, master of the Masonc lodge, 
a prominent member of the Knights of 
Honor and several other fraternities, a 
justice of the peace, chairman of the 
democratic executive committee, superin- 
tendent of the Methodist Sunday school, 
a steward in that church, a ‘trustee of 
the high school, and, as our correspond- 
ent puts it. “a high mucky-muck all along 
the line.” :

We could 
not go to Spr.ng Valley direct, because 
the train arrived there in the middle of 
the night and nobody would answer f(r 
our lives. There were two.other convenicnt 
stations on the Rock Island road, eitber 
ef which we might reach by rail !:n the 
daytime and go thence by daylight to 
Spring Valley, b t at one of them, as we 
were creditably informed, no negro would 
be allowed to get off the cars, while at 
the other even the occasional presence of 
a megro had not been allowed for yeuirs. 
And this is gaid to bs the state of Abraham 
Lincoln.’ It is haruly necessaiy to say that 
Mr. Barnett’s committee was unable ww 
discharge its duty.

the first payment, 2) per cent, made in 
discharge of the liabilities scheduled 
against the noted speculator when he 
placed his estate in liquidation two years 
ago. The money was deposited in the 
Corn ‘Exchange bank, with Charles .L. 
Hutchinson as truStee, some days azo. It 
was not due until todiy, so it was paid 
one day before date. Forty-five firms ‘had 
claims on the fund, the largest payment to 
any one heuse being $60,000. Amounts rang- 
ing from $17,000 to $5.0 were disiributed 
among the other firms. When John Cud- 
ahy suspended payment during the panic 
of 1893 ‘this Mabilities were, with one excep- 
tion, the largest of any man who ever 
failed on the board of trade. He owed 
$1,524,000. When C. J. Kershaw engine red 
the Harper wheat deal in 1838 his lNabi.i- 
tiles were $1,9v0,000. He paid $38u,000, and 
turned over to his creditors ciaims for 
$1,500,000, on which very little has been 
realized. With Cudahy is was different. 
Though disasters were numerous around 
him, all im:erests being affected by the 
wave of depression which swept over the 
land at the t.me, he uever lost his nerve, 
but looked his d‘fficulties in the face and 
promised to surmount them. His cwntfi- 
dence in himself scon extended iteelf to his 
creditors, and in less than thirty cays he 
had effected a settlement by undertaking 
to pay 100 cents on the dollar. ri's noc, 
indorsed by Michael, Bdward, and Pa r.ck 
Cudahy, were allowea to run five years 
wivhout interes.. The first payment oi 25 
per cent becam: due today, and a similar 
payment will be due in twelve Months, aud 
whe bakance, 50 per cenit, will be pa)aole in 
three years.”

BE SAW MANY BATTLES IN CHINA 


And Was at Bloody Port Arthur and 
Wei-Hai- Wei. 


WILL REPORT TO THE WAR DEPARTMENT 


He Was Detailed fremthe Fifth Regiment 
While It Was Stationed at 
Fort Leavenworth. 


The ccol young man who has been study. 
ing war in the orient for the benefit of 
our country, and who has all the latest 
points in military science duly noted and 
packed away in his grip has come home 
and is at his post at Fort McPherson, 

He is fresh from the victorious country, 
Japan. The bronze of Japan's sun is still 
upon his features. The memory of the 
beautiful country is yet alive and vivid 
in his mind, Only a few days ago he wav- 
ed adieu to Japan’s shore ané turned his 
face toward the country of his love, where 
he was coming to tell us how Japan made 
war. 

The young student of war is Lieutenant 
L. T. O’Brien, of the Fifth regiment. He 
was paid the signal compliment last Oc- 
tober of being sent by our war départ- 
ment to Japan to study the war. He 
spent six months in the very heart of the 
conflict, right in the front of battle. He 
was at Wei-Hai-Wei. Also at Port Ar- 
thur. He figured widely in the public 
prints, The awful stories of the Port 
Arthur atrocities were put in his mouth. 
He filled columns of the papers denying the 
carelegs trash. 

The stories were of such a nature as to 
threaten his recall. They caused some 
perturbation in Japanese official circles, 
was the 
statement made by the young lieutenant 
that he won the admiration of all the 
Japanese officers. 

He bas been constantly before the public 
since he went to the war. He figured in 
several narrow escapes and had some ex- 
citing adventives. Being of a literary 
turn of mind it would not be surprising 
if, some fine day, the bright young lieuten- 
ant eonverted his experiences into book 
form. 

Returning to this country ten days ago, 
Lieutenant O’Brien found thaf his regi- 
ment had been moved from Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, to Fort McPherson, 

He joined his regiment here as soon as 
he could run by Washington and make a 
report, and by Fort Myer, Va., where he 
found his wife and two bright little chil- 
dren. He reached Atlanta Saturday even- 
ing and has settled into the old routine of 
a lieutenant with his old regiment. 

Net Located Yet. 

Lieutenant O’Brien has not yet had his 
quarters at the fort furnished and is mak- 
ing his home temporarily with his old 
friend, Captain Randall. He is having 
his house fitted up and mill move in @ 
day Or so. 

ite was found at Captain Randall’s yes- 
terday afternoon, 

He is a handsome young man. Encased 
in a cool looking suit of white duck he 
looks the typical West Pointer, though 
hardly so tall as some. He is yet a 
young man. His cheeks are full and 
brown. His eyes blue and alert. His 
mustache brown, his hair black. 

Lieutenant O’Brien is a son of Massa- 
chusetts. His father was once mayor of 
Boston. He left West Point with the 
class of 1885 and was stationed in the 
west. He saw a little Indian fighting; 
“Indian -scraps,” as he calls them. He 
spent two or three years with his regiment 
at Fort Leavenworth, 

Lieutenant O’Brien is the finest type of 
the soldier. He has a fine, thoroughly 
trained mind and has a quick understand- 
ing of man. He talks as knowingly and 
intelligently of the west as Theodore 
Roosevelt. He likes the west. It gave 
a hardy touch to his West Point consti- 
tution, The free life there suited him, 

Sent Saddenly to Japan. 

One afternoon last October he was a 
little surprised when he tore open a little 
yellow envelope and found that he had 
been orderd to Japan by the United States 
government to study the war. He was 
to go to the front, keep in close touch 
with the army, observe every movement 
and get all the points in military science 
that he could. 

Shortly after he kissed his wife and 
two little girls goodby and went to Japan, 
From Yokohama he hurried to the front, 
Where he remained six months. 

Lieutenant O’Brien was asked yesterday 
if he had forwarded his final report to the 
War department. 

“I have not,’”’ he replied.” “I have not 
Sven commenced the preparation of it. 
I sent reports from time to time while in 
Japan. Some of these have been publish- 
ed. I will complete, as soon as I can, a 
full general report and send it to Wash- 
ington.” 

Concerning the nature of this report 
Lieutenant O'Brien would say nothing. 
He was reticent in speaking of any mat- 
ter concerning the Japanese army or any- 
thing relative to the fighting that he wit- 
essed. 

His Report Not Completed. 

“I presume,” said he, “‘that the report 
when it sent to the war department will 
be made public. Of that I know nothing. 
Parts of it will be confidential and of 
Course will not be printed. I could not 
Make any part of it public.’’

This incident furnished the basis for 
Some sensational reports which were sent 
out, as a matter of course. The corres- 
pondents, some of them, used the incident 
to show the lack of discipline and the un. 
ruly spirit of the Japanese soldiers. Lieu- 
tenant O’Brien published a full statement 


| in The Japanese Mall concerning the in- 


cident and relieved the soldiers from all 
blame in the matter. 
Won't Speak of Port Arthur. 

Lieutenant O'Brien was at Port Arthur 
and is well qualified to speak regarding 
the so-called atrocitias perpetrated there 
by the Japanese soldiers, but he would 
not talk of this at all. His name was 
used unauthoritatively in several dis- 
patches about the brutalities there, and he 
Was credited with saying many things 
that he did not say. He was placed in a 
most embarassing and unpleasant situa- 
tion, 

“Were the troubles there exaggerated?’ 
I asked the lieutenant. 

He smiled and shook his head. ‘“T pre. 
fer to say nothing at all abeut the trouble 
there. What I have to say about that is 
embodied in a report, which has already 
been sent to the war department. I sent 
it immediately after.”’ 

“Did you get any new points in warfare 
from the Japanese?’ I asked. 

Again the lieutenant smiled. 
will be in my report,’ he said. 

As to what occurred on the field, the 
lieutenant did not care to talk about at 
all. 

“You saw a great deal of fighting,” I 
said; “what wis the worst you saw?” 

“All fighting is bad,’’ he said with a 
smile. “It might have been worse.” 

That feature ot the lieutenant’s trip re- 
lating to military science will have to be 
developed through his reports. He will 
not talk about it. 

He denies all the reports concerning un- 
pleasantness between himself and Japan- 
ese officials. 

Had a Pleasant Time. 

“My relations with the Japanese were of 
the most pleasant nature,” he said. “From 
the time I arrived until I left there was 
no unpleasantness. The reports amount 
to nothing. I went to the front soon after 
I got there. I carried my horse and 
equipage with me and remained right 
in the front until the close of the war. 
I was always treated with consideration 
and courtesy. 


‘That 


} “I visited nearly all the great cities of 


Yokohama, Kioto, Tokio and 
others. There is a large foreign conces- 
sion in Yokohama, peopled entirely by 
foreigners, The society there is very 
pleasant. While there I lived at the Club 
hotel. 

Lieutenant O’Brien speaks highly of the 
high authorities of Japan whom he met. 
men of learning, 
progressive ideas and liberal thought. He 
Saw a great deal of Minister Dunn and 
speaks in the highest terms of that gen- 
tleman’s ability. 

“There was a colony of newspaper cor- 
respondents there,”” he said. “America was 
finely represented in the cosmopolitan army 
of newspaper writers. I met Mr. E. W. 
Barrett in Toxio. Soon afterward he left 
for Formosa. I also saw a good deal of 
Colonel Cockerill. The London and Paris 
papers were well represented.”’ 

Great in Her Industries. 


Na phase of Japan pleased Lieutenant 
O’Brien so much as her economical side. 

“Economically,” said he, “Japan is most 
formidable. The cost of manufacturing 
there igs so small that that country is a 
powerful competitor with other nations. 
Labor is wonderfully cheap and machinery 
is but little higher that it is here. 

“They can supply almost every manu- 
factured article that we can. They have 
made surprising advances in the use of 
machinery. You would be surprised to 
find large machinery foundries in the 
Cities, They have come to the use of the 
best of modern machinery. It is industrial 
lines in which Japan has made her greatest 
progress. 

“Of course in the use of steam and elec- 
tricity Japan: has made great advances, 
but the progress in’ this line is not so great 
as in other directions. Electrie lights, rail- 
roads and electric cars are found in Japan. 
In Kioto I found a splendid electric line of 
Street cars. I think the line was built 
apropos of the Kioto exposition. It was 
the object of great admiration among the 
people. ° 

He Saw the Exposition. 


“I attended the Kioto exposition. It was 
a national affair. The Japanese people at- 
tended it in great numbers. It was not 
so creditable as it might have been, having 
been devised in time of war when the at- 
tention of the people was flexed upon some- 
thing else. The electrical exhibit was not 
so impressive. I was greatly impressed, 
however, with the display of manufactured 
products and the fine exhibits of machin- 
ery. Japan has learned to manufacture 
its own machinery. 

“The exposition was a gala affair like 
ours. The people go in great numbers and 
enter thoroughly into the enjcyment of 
everything. No people on earth are g¢0 
universally good-natured, even-tempered 
and ready to enter into the enjoyment of 
anything. It was a picnic for them. There 
were many outside fake attractions, such 
as our expositions have. 

Able To Stand Alone. 

“Japan is a great country. The progress 
that it has made and is making is wonder- 
ful. It has thrown off the shackles of its 
primitive era. Once English speaking peo- 
Ple were needed to lead in the sciences. 
That day is over. Japan is able to take 
care of herself. The Englishmen in the 
army and navy have been weeded out. Ja- 
pan wants to run things herself. The day 
when foreigners prospered greatly in busi- 
ness in Japan is past. They are not need- 
ed there now to lead in commerce. Japan 
in strong in her business men.”’ 


Thinks Little of China. 


Lieutenant O’Brien believes that Japan 
has a great future. He thinks little of 
China. His opportunities of seeing much 
of China were very poor, but he declares 
that fhe country shows little signs of 
progress. 

“China it not a nation,” 
several nations. The people have nothing 
in common. One great section there has 
nothing common with the people of another 
section, not even the language, fherefore 
their national feeling is not great.”’ 

Lieutenant O’Brien saliled from Yoko- 
hama in an Empress boat in July. Ile land- 
ed at Vancouver, after a journey of fif- 
teen days. The journey he describes as 
being pleasant, but rather cold. 

A Pacific Line of Steamers. 

He tells of a strong Japanese navigation 
and transporation company which has un- 
der consideration a proposition to establish 
a line of ocean steamers from Yokohama 
to the United States. 

This company owns a large number of 
steamers. Immediately upon the opening 
of the war all these ships were turned over 
to the Japanese government to be used as 
transports.. One was put into use as an 
armored cruiser. These boats are nominal- 
ly in the service of Japan under a contract 
similar to that between the United States 
and the American Line Steamship Com- 
pany. When the war was in progress Ja- 
par found herself in possession of more 
ships than she had any use for. The sci- 
ence of ship building has reached a high 
point in Japan. 

He Will Remain Here. 


Lieutenant O’Brien will remain at Fort 
McPherson. He has been with the Fifth 
for several years and is popular with the 
men in the regiment. He will spend the 
next month ere his report concerning 
the war in Japan. It will make a chapter 
of most interesting reading. He will, of 
course, give out none of it, and the nature 
of its contents can only ce 
written from the inside and will contain 
~— that has not hitherto been made 
public.

But of those who were present, every one 
expecting a warm contest was disappoint- 
ed, for the result was reached after a calm, 
dispassionate discussion, which was short. 

The crowd was beginning to grow rest- 
less when Mr. Howell, of the board of al- 
dermen, arose, saying: 

“I move, your honor, that all business 
now be suspended and that we take up the 
report of the joint committee on the pa- 
pers referred relative to the extension of 
hours for the sale of whisky during the 
next six months.”’

The report was adverse to 
the petition and was signed by Campbell, 
Day, Bell, Sims and Nelms. The other 
paper was an ordinance bearing upon the 
subject and was signed by Colvin, Howell, 
Camp and Broyles. *It was put in as a 
minority report and was read at the same 
time as the majority rep*rt was presented. 
The ordinance or minority report provided 
for amending section 1902 of the city code 
by changing the hours named in that sec- 
tion from 5 o’clock a. m. to.6 o’clock a. m. 
and from 10 o’clock p. m. té 11 o’clock p. 
m. from September 18th next until the Ist 
of January next, when the section as it 
now reads shall be restored and again go 
into effect. 

Colonel Howell Is Heard, 

“I move,” said Mr. Bell, as soon as the 
clerk had completed reading the reports, 
“that the majority report be adopted.” 

“I would like to be heard,” said Mr. How- 
ell, “before that motion is put. When these 
papers were taken up in joint committee 
we took into consideration everything that 
could be thought of and finally came to a 
compromise among ourselves. But that 
compromise feature, which meant the open- 
ing of the saloons at 6 o’clock instead of 
5 o’clock, as it now stands, and the closing 
at 11 instead of 10 o’clock, was presented, 
but it could not get the unanimous vote of 
the committee and for that reason did not 
become the report of the committee to 
this body. When the matter was first 
brought up in the committee there were 
five members who favored the 12 o’clock 
extension, but as a measure of compromise 
we agreed to try 11 o’clock and once it 
looked very much like it would be secured. 
But it was not. Five members of the com- 
mittee then signed the adverse report and 
the rest of us agreed upon that ordinance 
as the minority report. Now I desire to 
Say that we who hand in that minority 
report do so for the benefit of Atlanta. 
This fall our city will be full of visitors 
who are not accustomed to the laws we 
have and they will not be pleased witn thein 
by any means. We who sign that minority 
report do so because we think it will be 
for the benefit of the visitors. Now I am 
of the opinion, and desire to so state, that 
those who oppose this change do not under- 
stand the situation by any means. They 
simply appear to know one side of the case 
only, Atlanta is a big town and the sooner 
they learn what it takes to make a big 
town the better off they will be. 

“Only one side of the story appears to 
have been studied by those who are oppos- 
ing this extension. Now if there were any 
way in the world to wipe eut the sale of 
liquor wholly, I would not only be the first 
man to vote for it, but I would be among 
the hardest and earliest workers. But I 
want to say to you right here and now 
that prohibition don’t prohibit. It has been 
tried often, and it won’t work. Those of 
you who oppose this extension know this 
as well as I. Look at Boston, for instance. 
It has been tried there and it won’t work. 
If you will make this a national law so 
that it will wipe out all liquor trade then 
I will be wath you, but until you do I must 
stand right here where I am. Atlanta will 
be thronged with people who want the same 
privileges here they have at home, and if 
we cut them off they won’t like it, They 
come here as our guests, and if we treat 
them as they want to be treated they will 
go home satisfied, but if we don't treat 
them to suit them we will send them home 
disappointed. What would they, or you, or 
any of us, think of one who invited us to 
accept his hospitality—and that is an in- 
vitation ~we have extended to the world— 
think if the host were’to treat us in the 
way we contemplate by this legislation 
treating those who are coming here? Why 
we would do like many who come te At- 
lanta are going to do. We would leave 
thoroughly and entirely disgusted, For my 
part, I thing the liquor traffic in the city of 
Atlanta is better controlled than it is any- 
where on the face of the earth, and for one, 
I would not change it, but just now there 
is an emergency on us, and that is the 
coming exposition. That will bring the 
crowds we must please, and for that rea- 
son, and that reason alone, I am in favor of 
changing the law. But I would not change 
it did I not feel sure than when the time 
is over and our exposition guests are gone 
it will go Back where it is. If the law is 
not changed the sale of liquor will go on. 
Now, is it not better to have the sale go 
on under the broad light of the electric arcs 
—under good police regulation—than it will 
be in dark alleys and out-of-the-way places 
where there is no police protection? I 
should think it was, Then a stranger comes 
here and goes to the theater and comies out 
only to find the places closed: he wants 
a drink because he has been in the habit 
of getting it. What is he going to do? Go 
to bed? Not by a great deal. He will either 
equip himself with a bottle and go to his 
room in the hotel, where he will drink 
himself drunk, or he will find some dive— 
a dive, too, the city of Atlanta may not 
know of and of which none of you would 
want a stranger to know. No, this is an 
emergency that is heaped upon Atlanta, 
and it is our duty to meet it as it should 
be met. This is not an extension of hours.

to him. There has been a great deal of 
talk about this bringing on another prohibi- 
tion fight, Now, I have only this to say. 
If this is to bring On another fight of that 
kind I am ready for it, and the sooner it 
is commenced the better off we will all be,” 
Mr. Bell on the Report. 


“f think,” said Mr. Bell, “that Mr. How- 
ell is along way behind the band wagon. 
All of this matter was discussed in the 
committee room and just what he says 
about the action is true. I can't well see 
my way clear to vote for that minority re- 
port. in view of the compromise which was 
reached between the prohibitionists and the 
antis some years ago. I am not a prohi- 


bitionist. never was cne, and don’t think I | 


would ever be one, but I am of the opinion 
that that agreement which was reached 
years ago should be good yet. That agree- 
ment has been considsred a sort cf unwrit- 
ten law so long has it been in effect.” 

“If the gentleman will allow me to in- 
terrupt him,” said Mr. Colyin, “I might 
throw a little light on the subject. There 
never was an agreement. After the town 
had gone wet by over a thousand majority 
and both sides had agreed to leave the 
matter to a vote of the people, there was 
an election for mayor and members of 
the council. The prohis, I know, for I 
was one of that meeting, threatened to 
bring out a candidate for mayor and can- 
didates for council. It was then that there 
was a talk. Mr. Tom Glenn and Mr. Wal- 
ter Brown were candidates and we talked 
it over. Bvery year since then there has 
been a prohibition ticket out. It makes 
no difference who is running they always 
call them the barroom ticket and bring 
out another ticket. Sometimes it is a hard 
fight, too, but it goes to show that it is 
the prohis who have not etood by that 
agreement. I am like Mr. MWHowell. If 
there is to be a fight the sooner we have 
it the better off we will ‘all be.” 

It Is Well Regulated. 

“I think.” said Mr. Bell, “that the sale 
of whisky as it is reguulated in Atlanta is 
‘better than all the prohibition in the 
world. That is one reason I don’t want to 
bring on trouble in any way. I am not for 
a fight like Mr. Howell and Mr. Colvin.” 

“I would like to say,” said Mr. Howell, 
“that a glance at the records will show 
that fewer cases are made. against the 
barroom men of Atlanta than against the 
men in any other line of business. Then 
again something has been said about this 
being a petition of the barroom men. There 
is not the name of a barroom man on that 
petition. The petition is signed by some 
of the best and most representative men 
of the city—men who pay big taxes.” 

“I can’t see any use,”’ said Mr. Bell, “in 
discussing this question. I don’t think 
that anything I could say would in the 
least change any member of this body. 
But I insist thet if we adopt the change 
that is sought we will give the prohibi- 
tionists who ars rank on this question a 
chance to bring on another election and 
that is something thet none of us want.” 

Dr. Nelms’s Position. 

“TIT do not desire to say anything,’ re- 
marked Mr. Nelms, “which will in any way 
refiect on any one on either side of this 
question. I think it is our duty to foster 
everything that is for the good of Atlanta. 
I voted to give the saloons one more hour, 
but when I found that the committee would 
not make it unanimous I placed my signa- 
ture to that majority report and I am 
here to sustain that signature. I do want 
to say, however, that when the last hour 
and the last minute comes for us all there 
will be none who will then be ready to say 
that this is not a war in which Christianity 
is not a party.” 

Mr. Day explained his position on the 
question in the committee room and before 
and since that time. 

There were calls for the question and 
Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles stated that the 
vote would be on the majority report first. 

“That report,’”’ said the mayor pro tem.,

The attachments were taken out by four 
of the leading creditors, and represent a 
total indebtedness of about $5,000. The cred- 
itors are L, H. Hall & Co.,, $2,320.79, and in- 
terest to date, $75; the Orleans Manufactur- 
ing Company, $165, and the Strong Manu- 
facturing Company, $911.71. Later in the 
morning Mr. Charles J. Walker, the livery- 
man, took out an attachment for about 
$600. On the furniture of the C. H. Swift 
& Co.’s rooms, the hearse, caskets, trim- 
mings, the papers were levied, and also two 
carriage horses, some harness’ and other 
small items of value were included in tne 
levy.

Sugar, wh rs 
Was the next in point of activity, was tre - 
ed in to the extent of 42,700 shares, while 
Chicago Gas and Rock Island figured for 
22.000 and 11,200 shares respectively. al 
can Tobacco was under the hammer all day, 
and dropped from 104% to 92, the pressure to 
sell being greatest at the close. Just a 
week ago today the stock brought 114. The 
decline was accompanied by any number of 
unfavorable reports, and it was said that 
manufacturers outside of the trust will hold 
@ meeting this week to decide upon @ ne 
of policy to be pursued. It was also said 
that the United States courts will order the 
preceedings against the company referred 
back to the state courts as petitioned for by 
Attorney General Moloney, of Illinois. 
‘American Sugar was weaker in sympathy, 
and fell from li4% to 111% @112*. Chicago 
Gas fell 1% to 61% and later rose to 634. @63. 
The railway Hst was not affected py. the 
manipulation in Tobacco, and some of the 
prominent issues were decidedly strong. 
This strength of the market is accounted 
for partly by the brilliant prospects for @ 
bountiful harvest and by the fact that the 
actual engagements of gold for tomorrow S$ 
European steamers were only $150,000. 
Furthermore, the firm which sold a block of 
new government bonds in the local market 
for foreign account stated that the amount 
ef gold required by them in liquidation of 
the deal would fall far below the street es- 
timate of $3,000,000; that in all probability 
their shipment would not reach one-third 
of the total named.

The crops, the fact that general improve- 
ment in business is maintained, have been 
invested with more importance, as was 
contended in this column would be the 
case, than the specie movement. A few 
millions of gold have gone.

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New York, August 17.—Eureka! the fron 
silence of the fashion makers is broken at 
last. 

Last week there was not a smart coutu- 
riere not a big man-tailor—for somehow he, 
too, has fallen into the French trick of 
dubbing all the important ones “little’— 
whc would, in the least degree, lift the veil 
of future modes, but this week, though 
there is still a beautiful reserve in all talk 
around autumn ard winter styles, a few of 
the great big-wigs can be persuaded t6 show 
here and there some early confection, 
whieh, if not pointing toward any radical 
changes in cut, seem to indicate that text- 
ures and colors are to be mivre splendid 
than ever. 

In the way of shapings likely to be car- 
ried over to the new season, at a leading 
dressmaker’s it was learned that there*Will 
be doubtless the .Redingotes and short 
“court” coats, that have already received 
their catchet from elegant Parisiennes. 
Round bedices will also continue, in gauzy 
instances hanging sometimes over the belt, 
back and front, in a gomplete blouse effect, 
and with the round bodies, especially in the 
case of evening gowns in stiff silk for slight 
figures, flared peplum tails shaped like the 
shorter ones of the jacket shown, will fre- 
quently be added.

One very fetching evening gown, caught 
en passant, had a paniered look, and 
brought about the wonder whether, in some

us. The gown, a plain fared skirt and low 
lodice, was made entirely of pompadour 
brecade in “Trianon’’ pink, a sweet, dim 
hue, like that of the painted ribbons which 
sometimes garland old French ceilings. 

Its main feature, however, was a monster 
fichu of white silk muslin, with vastly bng 
ends and edged with a narrow kilting of 
the same, 

Only at the back wag it fastened any- 
where to the hodice, and there it was 
caught down V-shaped and secured with a 
black velvet bow; in its adjustment the 
fronts were drawn simply down over the 
bust, the ends, after passing under the Delt 
and looping over the hips in little paniers, 
being caught up at the belt in the back and 
then allowed to fall in long sash ends quite 
to the skirt bottom. wn 

The belt, which was very narrow and 
made a perceptible downward curve in 
front, was of black vel¥et, and with this 
ravishing toilet, one was told, a dog col- 
lar of black velvet that fastened in front 
with a miniature brooch would also be 
worn.

By a miniature brooch is mot meant one 
of those huge ovals painted on ivory of our 
grandmamma’s time. 

Nor yet must you picture it one of those 
sweetly foolish little French things seen 
everywhere mow in jeweler’s windows, and 
which are charming in spite of being imi- 
tations. 

It is a genuine Louis XVI, representing 
@ lady in a sentimental attitude against a 
gray sky, a rim of black enamel thickly en- 
crusted with big pink and black pearls sur- 
rounding it. This precious heirloom had 
come down to the girl of the pompadour 
frock straight from a long line of ancestors; 
who, it is said, have bequeathed their de- 
scendamts a fair share of slim, blond beau- 
ty as well. 

In direct contrast to the pedigreed sugges- 
tion of this flowered toilet was an evening 
costume in ivory satin. 
sleeves of this gown were all in one piece, 
being formed by a great Watteau plait 
that, after slipping through a square buck- 
le, divided at the shoulder blades, the two 
ends draping the back and .then looping 
low over the arms in short 1830 puffs, The 
bag front of the low bodice was of white 
gauze, pearl embroidered, and :two tiny 
Straps of the pearl beading alone kept it on 
the shoulders.

One is always reading articles on 
the woman’s page of mewspapers ad- 
vising the careful and considerate 
hostess as to the furnishings of 
her guest chamber. I have recently been 
the occupant cf a guest chamber that has 
in dramatic parlence, ‘‘all the comforts of 
home.”” Its completeness in every dainty 
detail and every practical necessity brings 
to mind many centrasts to its luxuries of 
guest chambers that were more lke ascetic 
cloisters than the habitations of ease-loving 
beings. Some housewives make these places 
poyvitive chambers of torture by putting in 
them all the comfortable things in the 
house that its regular inmates would not 
endure. An impassible, hard-seated, stiff- 
backed chair is painted up to sit deceptively, 
run through with ribbons and left for the 
guest to make herself comfortable in. The 
meanest mattress in the house is also at her 
disposal. There are no stools or nice tables. 
The place is devoid of a waste basket—the 
worst fault of all. For even the least litera- 
ry woman must write letters and look over 
her mail in her own room.

A CHECK IN A LETTER, 


That Is the Cause of Young John Mar- 
shall’s Trouble.

It is said 
that shortly after Mr. Moore left the city 
Marshall went to that. gentleman’s former 
office on North Broad street and left word 
with the office boy that if any mail came 
for his former employer to ho.J it and de- 
liver it to himself to be sent to Mr. Moore. 
Some weeks ago it is eaid that three let- 
ters came for Mr. Moore, which were left at 
his former place of business by the mail 
carrier. Shortly afterwards Marshall qame 
in the place and after he had left it? was 
discovered that the lettsrs addressed to 
Mr. Mcore were missing. He was at once 
suspected of baving taken them away By 
several gentlemen having offices in the 
building and a lookout for him was kept. 

Mr. Moore was notified of the disappear- 
ance of the letters and yesterday he came 
to Atlanta to investigate thé matter.

HERE 18 A SEVENTEEN-YEAR RECORD 


It Shows Exactly What May Be Dxpected 
in the Way of Rain—Other 
Interesting Items. 


Is the weather likely to be fair or foul 


during the exposition? 

This is a question of paramount impor- 
tance just at this time. The success or fail- 
ure of this great enterpriss depends in a 
large measure upon the character of thé 
weather, If all the conditions are favorable 


the exposition will be a pronounc¢d suc- | 


cess, but if the weather is against t 
position it will be a failure so far as the 
public is concerned. 

At the United States weather bureau a 
record is kept of all the weather condi- 
tions for each month, together with the 
most minute details of barometric pressure, 
dew point, vapor pressure, wind direction 
and the like, The number of days in each 
month is given, with or without rain or 
snow; the number with or without clouds, 
and the number of days partaking of both 
clouds and sunshine. 

This record, which extends back over 
seventeen years, has been worked up irto 
a system of averages, and while these are 
not absolutely infallible indications of what 
may happen, they serve in a measure to 
show what may reasonably be expected. 

Based on the record of the last seven- 
teen years, the number of rainy days that 
may be expected during the exposition is 
thirty-four; the number of clear days forty- 
two; the number of cloudy days twenty- 
nine, and the number of days partly cloudy 
thirty-one. 

This table shows a fair expec taney of 
weather. Out of a total number cf 126 
days only thirty-four of them may be 
reckoned as rainy or disagreeable duys. 

The highest temperature during the ex- 
position may reach as high as 95 degrees 
in September and the lowest may drop as 
far as 1 degree above zero in September. 

The prevailing direction of the wind 
is likely to be northwest. If extreme con- 
ditions are taken into account the total 
amount of rainfall during the exposition 
may reach as high as twenty-six inches. 
If this should be the case, the exposition 
would prove a dead failure. 

On the other hand, encouragement may 
be found in the opposite extreme, It is 
possible that the rainfall during the mionths 
of September, October, November and De- 
cember may not exceed one inch, based 
upon the minimum rainfalls for those 
months during the last seventeen years. 

The outlook for the exposition is encour- 
aging on account of the recent heavy rains. 
The normal rainfall for the year up to this 
time is only 36.66 inches. This amount has 
already been exceeded by 2,12 inches, and 
the probabilities of fair weather are ex- 
ceedingly good. 

These facts are gathered from the 
records on file at the weather bureau, and 
they speak for themselves. 

“I do not wish to be understood as pre- 
dicting either good or bad weather for the 
exposition,” said- Captain George E. Hunt, 
the weather man, yesterday afternoon. “I 
simply give you the facts, and from these 
you may draw your:own conclusions. I 
have my reasons to believe that the weath- 
er will be good, as all indications seem to 
point in that direction.”

Gets the Decision. 


HE AND ABBOTT ARE EVENLY MATCHED 


W bile the Americin Champion Got the 
Decision Many Wartedto Call It a 
Draw—Grifto Challeng :s Zeigier- 


Baltimore, August 19.—Owen Zeigler, the 
recognized light weight champion of Amef- 
ica.’and Stanton Abbott, the English chame- 
pion, met in a twenty-round bout before 
the Pureka Athletic Club tonight. The con- 
test was intended to practically decide the 
light weight championship of the world and 
attracted large delegations from nearby 
cities. The men weighed in this afternoon 
at 3 o’clock, when it was found that Ab- 
bott was one pound under weight—132—but 
Zeigler tipped the scales at 13744. Abbott 
claimed the $100 forfeit, according to the 
articles of agreement, which, for @ long 
time, Zeigler refused to allow, He finally 
gave in and George Mantz was agreed 


upon for referee. 

As a preliminary to the international con- 
test there was a ten-round bout between 
Abe Ulman, of Baitimore, and Mike 
(Canuck) Boden, the conquerer of Jim 
Hall. Ulman made a chopping block of 
Boden and the men roughed it 80 hard in 
the third round that the police stopped it, 
Ulman got the decision. 

For the star bout Zeigler was attended 
by Lew Bailey, of Philadelphia, his backer, 
and Charles Heffelfinger. Abbott had Jake 
Kilrain, Ernest Gebhardt and Frank. E. 
Farley in his corner, Abbott wanted a draw 
if both men were on their feet at the end of 
the twentieth round, but Zeigler held out 
for a decisicn and gained his pgint. 

The battle was the cleanest and cleverest 
ever fought in Baltimore, and was marked 
with heavy hitting. Zeigler was on the of- 
fensive throughout, but Abbott’s wonderful 
defense fully evened matters except in the 
last two rounds. 

In the sixth round Abbott got first blood 
from Zeigler’s nose, and had the Philadel- 
phian weak from a terrible left hand jab 
in the face. Zeigler came back strong and 
honors were even up. to the eighteenth. 
Zeigler then commenced rushing matters 
and landed the oftener. Both men were 
fresh, but Zeigler a little the stronger at 
the end of the twentieth. Abbott's left 
cheek was badly swollen and his shoulders 
cut from glancing blows. 

Zeigler’s only marks were a red spot on 
his stomach and a battered nose. 

Two-ounce gloves were used. Zeigler was 
given the decision on points at the end of 
the twentieth round. The referee's decision 
was received amid the wildest tumult and 
there were many Joud cries for a draw. 

A challenge to the winner from young

DEFENDER AND VIGILANT 


Will Race Today and Decide Which 
Shall be Selected. 

New York, August 19.—The Valkyrie was 
towed to the Erie basin today, where her 
racing spars will be substituted for those 
she used in crossing the ocean. She will 
then be docked and cleaned, scraped and 
painted. The dock she will use is now 0oc- 
cupied by a Spanish steamer, but that will 
not cause any delay as the work of chang- 
ing the spars and rigging will take four 
days. 

The final preparations have been made for 
the first trial races to determine 
what yacht shall meet the chal- 
lenger for the America’s Cup, and 
the Defender and the Vigilant will meet 
off Sandy Hook for a battle royal. bBotn 
yachts are in better trim than ever before 
and both will be sailed to the limit of their 
ability, Without question the Defender has 
bee nheld back, and while probably no jock- 
eying has been intended, the syndicate boat 
han not shown her full ability to go. ‘The 
newness of her spars, sails and fittings 
has made her people cautious about 
subjecting her to the heavy strain 
that she must endure when pushed. 
Now that her sails have been 
stretched and rigging gradually made taut, 
the boat is ready for her full powers to be 
tested. She has her big 105 foot boom and 
largest Herreschoff mainsail aboard, and is 
now equipped as she will be for the inter- 
national races, provided she is chosen to 
defend the cup. Her crew had a busy day 
today. They put the last finishing touches 
to her, and this afternoon she was towed 
from her moorings, off New Rochelle, to 
New York. The recent painting and scrap- 
ing of her aluminum sides and bronze un- 
derbody and the new spars and sails, make 
her the most handsome cup defender yankee 
ingenuity has ever put together. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon the Defender 
made sail and started down the bay to- 
ward the Narrows, There was a spanking 
breeze from the north-northwest, and under 
mainsail, forestaysail and jib. the crack 
sloop ran away from her tender, the Hat- 
tie Palmer, and easily passed the iron 
steamboat Taurus, with a load of excur- 
sionists bound for Coney Island. 

The Defender passed the Narrows at 4:30 
o’ciock and with her white sides gleaming 
in the sunlight, swept down the lower bay 
to an anchorage in the horseshoe, where 
the Vigilant has been since yesterday. 

The Vigilant remained quietly at anohor 
today. She is in perfect condition for one 
more trial with the Defender and Mr. 
George J. Gould, who has not spared money 
or trouble. and Mr. E. A. Willard, who 
has devoted months of time, deserve much 
credit for their genuine sportsmanship, Al- 
though they saw fit to retire the Vigilant 


‘from further races at Newport, owing to the 


disregard of the customary rules of yact-

Captain Burke’s Mission to Washing- 
ton Was Highly Successful. 

Capte'n Burke, of the Gate City Guard, 
has just returned from a visit to Washing- 
ton, where he has been to arrange for the 
reception of the military companies that 
will be here during the exposition. 

He was successful in obtaining all he went 
for, and more, too, Several companies from 
Washington will be here. They accepted 
the invitation while Captain Burke was in 
their city. He was greatly assisted in-his 
work by the local companies. 

In speaking of the encampment and the 
entertainment of the companies that will be 
here during the exposition, Captain Burke 
said: 

“We have everything that is needed to 
make the visiting companies comfortabic. I 
secured the tents and the necessary camp- 
ing outfits while in Washington, and we 
hope to do the right thing by the boys who 
will visit us. We are to have two camps, 
one on the Burke lot, on Peachtree sireet, 
and the other near the entrance of the ex- 
position grounds. Both lots are covered 
with shade trees and grass. 

“At first We thought we would have more 
companies than we had tents for, but I 


find that ‘we are able to take care of all who : 


accept the invitations, and more. 

“We are not going to have as manv com- 
panies as we had in 1880, and we took care 
of them ail right, and I don’t see why we 
can’t do the same thing now, as we are in 
better condition financially than we were 
at the time we entertained the large body of 
soldiers in 1880. 

‘There will be thousands of the military 
boys in the city during the exposition. 
While there will be companies from all 
over the south, we hope to entertain the 
largest number from the states north of the 
Mason and Dixon line. We can take care 
of and want a thousand a day if we can get 
them. And I think we can Keep the tents 
pretty well filled during the exposition.” 

There will be several companies from 
Georgia, say ten or fifteen; Alabama will 
send several companies, Florida will be 
well represented in the camp, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Texas will have men here in 
uniform, and, in fact, nearly every southern 
state will be represented.

SHOT. 


dames Hight, Jr, Empties Two Loads of 
Bird Shot in a Negro, 


LITERALLY PERFORATED WITH LEAD 


Hight Claims That the Negro Shot at Him 
with a Winchester Rifle—The Shoot- 
ing Occurred at Hight’s Home. 


South Pryor street was the scene of a 
lively shooting affray yescerday morning, 
during which Will Strickland, a yellow ne- 
gro cook, was literally riddled with bird- 
Shot, fired from a double-barreled shot- 
gun in the hands of James L. Hight, Jr. 


The negro was painfvlly but not seriously 
injured. 


The shooting took place in front of the 
residence of Hight’s father, 728 South 
Pryor street, beyond Georgia avenue, 
where the negro was employed as a cook 
and house servant. Hight claims that the 
negro fired at him with a winchester rifle, 
but Strickland Strongly denies this, claim- 
ing that his gun went off accidentally. 

It seems that the two men hasl a dispute 
about the failure of Strickland to carry out 
an order given him by Hight in as rapid a 
manner as the latter desired, a quarrel 
being the result. Strickland; it seems, has 
been employed at the house about three 
weeks as a_cook and general house servant, 
Yesterday morning about 10 o’clock he and 
another man were at work in the kitchen 
of the house, when Hight asked Strickland 
why he had not carried a kettle of water 
up stairs to his room, as he had been in- 
Structed to do, The negro claims that he 
told Hight that he had been too busy. 

It seems that the two men then quarreled. 
The negro says that Hight remarked that 
if he ever failed to do as he was told 
again he Would whip him. Strickland said 
that he guessed not, whereupon Hight went 
up stairs after his gun, threatening to 
shoot the negro. Strickland ran to his own 
room and got his winchester rifle. He then 
went around the house to the front gate, 
intending, he says, to leave the premises 
When the negro got just outside the gate 
Hight appeared at the door of the house, 
and it was then that the shooting began. 

It is not known which of the two men 
fired the first shot, Hight fired both barrels 
of his gun at the negro, hitting him each 
time. The gun was loaded with small 
birdshot and the greater portion of both 
loads struck the negro. The negro’s arms, 
face, head and body were filled with the 
little pieces of lead, and some of them will 
doubtless remain hidden in those parts of 
his body indefinitely, During the shooting 
the rifle in the hands of the negro was 
fired, Hight claming that it was leveled at 
him at the time. The negro says that while 
he was in the street handling the gun his 
fingers got caught in the trigger and the 
gun went off while it was pointed toward 
the ground. He says that he did not shoot 
at Hight, claiming that he could not see 
him standing in the door on account of the 
sun shining in his face. 

The shooting created a small sensation in 
the vicinity of the affray and a large 
crowd congregated very quickly. The negro 
left the scene bleeding and in great pain, 
and when arrested was coming towards 
town. Officer John Abbott overtook and ar- 
rested him near the Southern railroad 
shops, on McDaniel street, and sent him 
to the station house. Hight was also ar- 
rested by Officer Abbott, but he was releas- 
ed shortly afterwards on a $200 bond, signed 
by his father. 

A city physician was called to the sta- 
tion house to pick the shot out of the negro, 
and after two hours work, Strickland was 
left in his cell with many of the leaden 
pellets in his body, Yesterday afternoon 
and last night he claimed to be suffering 
much pain, and parts of his body had 
swollen considerably from the effect of 
the hidden shot. 

Hight claims that the negro picked up a 
stick of wood and threatened to use it on 
him before he went after his gun. The 
affair will be investigated in the police 
court this morning, and it is probable that 
both men will be bound over for trial on 
more serious charges, They are being held 
on a city charge of disorderly conduct and 
discharging firearms in the city limits.
